JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port our advices by the present mail are to Jan. 27. 
No later mails had arrived out than those of Nov. 18 and 20, re- 
ceived together on Jan, 13. 

The Japan Times gives the following summary of news :— 

On the 30th inst. H.I.M. the Mikado left Yedo for Kioto, whither 
he goes to perform certain necessary rites in honour of the manes 
of his deceased father, and thereafter to take unto himself a wife. 
His progress was unattended by the same state as had distin- 
guished it on the occasion of his coming to Yedoin November last, 
and, though the same accommodation was provided for foreigners 
as then on the Tokaido, very few residents availed themselves of 
it. It is stated that his Majesty will return in abogt a couple of 
months, and it seems exceedingly probable that Yedo, with its 
outport of Yokohama, will ultimately become the political and 
commercial capital of the Empire, for which its geographical posi- 
tion and other circumstances undoubtedly fits it. 


There is no doubt that his Majesty’s viait to the northern 
capital has been attended with good results. The whole of the 
foreign Ministers having formally visited him, they have, in the 
eyes of the Japanese, given to his Government a pledge of sup- 

rt of no mean value, while his presence in the ancient strong- 

old of the Tokugawa clan—whose chiefs are quietly settled else- 
where, are officers in his Court, or in exile—bas necessarily had 
its due effect in reconciling so eminently conservative a people as 
this to the change which has taken place. We may hope soon to 
see areturn of its commercial prosperity to Yedo and a revival of 
our own trade. 

The only obstacle to the complete restoration of public confi- 
dence is now the presence in Hakodadi and one or two other places 
in Yedo, of Enomoto and his companions, of whose submission we 
have not yet heard. They are said to be strongly fortifying the 

rt of Hakodadi, under the directions of the French officers who 

ave thrown in their lot so foolishly with them. All operations 
against them must be deferred of course till the spring. but the 
necessary preparations are being made. If the Mikado’s forces 
have to invest Hakodadi, the question wiil certainly arise whether 
we too may not, for the full enjoyment of our treaty rights, assist 
him. Hakodadi is an open port, declared so by solemn engage- 
ments between the Government of Japan and the Treaty Powers, 
and we should have a fair claim to enforce, were we to insist upon 
its being again opened tous. Being now in the hands of men 
no better than pirates, it is virtually closed, for they exact customs 
dues, which foreign merchants cannot legally pay to them, and 
which they will be liable to pay over again to the Mikado’s officers 
on their re-entry. 

Meanwhile, “rebellion has had ill-luck ”—they have lost the 
finest ship of their fleet. The Kayomaru, a splendidly-equipped 
and most solidly-built new Dutch frigate, sold to Japan the year 
before last, and of which we gave a detailed description on her 
arrival, has gone to pieces on the coast, a few miles north of Ha- 
kodadi. The Eagle, another of their best ships, is also reported 
lost. Should this, too, be confirmed—and Japancse reports of the 
loss of ships are seldom without foundation—they have received 
a heavy blow, and the best thing they can do is to submit while 
they can get fair terms. 

The Japan Herald says :—“A melancholy occurrence reaches 
us from the North. Two Russian officers were going to fire a 
salute with their revolvers in honour of their New Year, when 
one of them whilst manipulating his weapon accideutally dis- 
charged its contents into the head of his friend. The grief of 
the unintentional homicide was so great that he endeavoured to 

ison himeelf, but by antidotes administered to him by the

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NAGASAKI. 

The Nagasaki Times records the opening of a patent slip, lately 
constructed under the auspices of Messrs. Glover and Co. An ex- 
periment was made on the steamer Naruto, which reached her 
destined position safely fifty minutes after starting. The 7imes 
says :—“ The site for the slip has been well ehosen, and looks ex- 
pressly designed by nature for the purpose ; in a small cove, pro- 
tected from the wind by a hill on each side, with a never-failing 
stream of fresh water for theuse of the machinery. Agreater portion 
of the ways are on the solid rock, it having been necessary to pile 
only about 150 feet of the deepest portion. They are warranted 
to support a vessel of 1,200 tons, which we think will be quite suffi- 
cient for the requirements of the port.” The Naruto came off 
safely, ani the Ald‘on went on. Several vessels are waiting their 
turn, so that the financial prospects look well, and we predict a 
brilliant future for the Nagasaki Patent Slip. : 

A fire had occurred in the native city, by which about sixty 
houses were destroyed.

TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Daily News, writing 
under date of 13th January, states that rumours. were current 
that Tso-tsung-tang, generally called conservation Tso-kung-paou, 
the Governor-General or Shanse and Kansuh, and Commander-in- 
Chief in those provinces, had suffered two reverses against the 
Mahomedan rebels, at places somewhere between the city of 
Yulin-foo, lying 1,753 li from Peking, and straight due east from 
there to the Hwang-ho, which there separates Shanse from Shense. 
Tso-tsung-tang, after the Nienfei had been put down in this pro- 
vince last summer, left Peking during the middle of last autumn 
for his Governor-Generalship, the official place of residence of 
which is in Langchow-foo, the capital of Kansuh. But he, 
up to this hour, has never got further on his way to his Yamun 
than to Sin-gan-fu. the capital of Shense ; having, since he entered 
Shense, been constantly engaged against the Mahomedan rebels, 
who have for some months back been disturbing that province. It 
is surmised that it may be the intention of the Mahomedan 
rebels to enter the province of Chihli by the pass of Kalgan, and 
rush on Peking, but nothing definite is known as to their organ- 
isation, or as to the objects of the rebellion; but as they are now 
calling the attention of the world to their movements, before 
long something authentic will be heard in relation to them and 
their leaders. Common rumour says that a woman, a widow, is 
the head of the body, and that they have Chinese from all parts 
of the north in their ranks. 





SHANGHAL 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Suayenal, Feb. 2, 1869. 

The London mail of the 4th December, with telegrams to the 
28th December, arrived on the 23rd January. This evening we 
received news of the arrival in Hong Kong of the French mail of 
the 19th December, bringing telegrams to the 5th ultimo. 

The P.and O steamer Malacca, which leaves with the mails, 
&c., to-morrow morning at daylight, carries 481 bales China silk 
and 613 bales Japans. 

The chief event of the fortnight has been the deliberation of 
the Chamber of Commerce in framing a reply to Sir B. Alcock as 


to the opening of new ports. I send you the report, to be handled 
as you see fit. 


A case has been heard before Sir Edmund Hornby, sitting in 
Vice-Admiralty, wherein the question involved was whether the 
officers and crew of the barque Alicia Annie, who had allowed cer- 
tain salvage claims of theirs to be appropriated towards cancel- 
ling a bottomry bond and supplying the vessel with necessaries, 
could recover the sums thus virtually lent, in precedence of the 
mortgagee’s lien. After hearing the arguments on both sides a 
decree was granted for the sale of the ship by private contract, the 
salvage question to be argued on a future day. The question of 
the priority of wages to the mortgagee’s lien was not raised. 


The mecting of the French Gas Company, which I mentioned 
as adjourned in my last, has been held. Overtures were made to 
the English Company to obtain from them the supply of gas 
necessary for the French Settlement. But the English gas manu- 
facturers having offered to supply the French Company at the rate 
of 3dols. 50c. yer thousand, a delay of eight months being de- 
manded, the latter boldly retorted with an offer to supply the 
English Company at 2 dols. 25c., stating that even then it would 
gain 41 cents per thousand ; for, with the privilege of supplying 
the three Scttlements, the French Company calculate on being able 
to make gas at Ldol. 84c. per thousand. At present it produces 
a very limit:d quantity, at the cost of 3dols. 14c., aud sells it at 
4 dols. 50 c. 

Bitter complaints having recently been made regarding the 
obstructiveness of the working and trading guilds in Shanghai, 
the district magistrate has just published a set of rules adopted 
by the carpenters’ guild, into which have been amalgasnated the 
hitherto rival corporations of Ningpo and Canton. The only one 
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anew rules likely to interest foreigners is No. 6, which runs as 
‘ollows :— 

Old hands shall give their best attention to teaching new ones 
who are deficient in their knowledge of business; and not take them 
to work in the yards until they are sufficiently instructed. This 
rule is made because in 1843 all the shipyards gave us a certifi- 
cate of superior skill and ability, published in the newspapers, 
and we do not want our reputation injured. 

A temperance society has been started here, and already num- 
bers nearly a hundred members. A commodious building has been 
secured on the Hong Que bund, and a well-stocked library already 
marks one of the aims of the society. A course of monthly lec- 
tures, on literary and scientific subjects, is being organised, and 
the benefits both of the library and lecture room are to be extended 
to the public, whether “ temperate” or not, on the payment of a 
small subscription. 

The working of the Mixed Court continues to give unmixed 
dissatisfaction. As an example of its decisions, two boys were 
recently sentenced to sixty and forty blows respectively, the first 
for prompting, and the second for executing a daring robbery of 
several hundred dollars worth of jewellery. This is really offer~ 
ing a premium to crime, and contrasts remarkably with purely 
Chinese decisions. Thus, a man who stole a child the other day, 
and sold him, was sentenced by the Chi Hsien to be placed stand- 
ing in a cage, with his hands tied up, and his head through the 
top, his toes only touching the ground, and to remain in that 
position until he died from starvation and exposure. He under- 
went this torture for one day, but on the petition of the prose- 
cutor, the sentence was then commuted to confinement for a cer- 
tain period in the cangue. 

The creeks in the neighbourhood of Shanghai have lately been 
the scene of several outrages upon native boats. But within the 
last few days a foreign house boat was attacked by a body of 
creek pirates, who, however, were quickly repulsed by the fowling 
pieces of the party on board. The Taoutai has informed the Con- 
sulg that several foreigners have joined with Canton and Ningpo 
rowdies to scour the creeks, and he therefore begs that for the fu- 
ture passport regulations be strictly enforced. 

A meeting of the Royal Asiatic Society was held last evening, 
when office bearers were chosen for the current year. Mr. Med- 
hurst was elected president, and Mr. Robertson recording seerctary. 

The question of life risks in Shanghai as compared with those 
at home is at present under discussion. ‘The facts elicited up to 
the present seem to point to the conclusion that the annual mor- 
tality here is no more than 1°25 per cent., or 0°36 per cent. higher 
than that given in England as the annual mortality of insured 
persons of the age of thirty-three years. Assuming the average 
of age in Shanghai to be thirty-three years, and making allowance 
for the number of persons who from infancy, advanced age, known 
delicacy, or irregular habits, would not be accepted by an insurance: 
company, it is fair no assume that the actual death rate is not 
higher than in England. I can only trust that this will not induce 
too many persons to flock all together to the overstocked labour 
market of Shanghai. 

The French Consul at Ningpo has published a notice warning 
mariners of an island not laid down in any of the charts, situated. 
in lat. 0.52 S, and lon. 166.54 KE, from the meridian of Paris. It 
is described as about four miles in length, and visible from a dis- 
tance of about fifteen miles. It has been named “ Elie Island,” 
from the discoverer, Captain Elie, of the French brig Emma. 

A despatch has been addressed to the English Consul by the 
Taoutai of Ningpo covering instructions from the Imperial Com- 
missioner to the effect that, although missionaries possess the 
right to teach in the interior, they must when renting houses 
make use of a third party to witness the agreement, and “clearly 
state their object to the local authorities.” The ostensible reasom 
for this regulation is that the officials fear that the people may sell 
property not their own, but the missionaries assert that it is de- 
signed to limit their rights, and they are all therefore up in arms- 
against it. 

The last news from Yangchow is to the effect that the Chu-jen- 
ko, who was accused of being a ringleader in the late outrages, 
and who absconded from the city, has been arrested, and identitied 
by Mr. Taylor. He has not yet been brought to trial, but it is 
clearly understood that he shall be banished for life beyond the 
frontier. 

From Hankow we have no news of importance. The only topic 
of local interest is @ dispute between the Sabbatarians and the 
Rationals as to whether the club shall be opened on Sundays, 
and bowls and billiards be indulged in on that day. ach party 
threatens withdrawal if its views be not carried out. For the 
credit of English institutions it is to be hoped that the Sabbath 
will be respected. . 

Mr. Harry Parkes McClatchie, a nephew of Sir Hurry Parkes, 
has been transferred to Formosa. Mr. Oxenham succeeds him on 
the British Consular staff at Hankow. 

At Wuchang the missionaries are now preaching daily without 
molestation, in consequence, it is believed, of the dread inspired 








by the recent proceedings at Yangchow and in Formosa. 


The forcign residents of Chefoo have decided upon opening a 
public school for the children of those who cannot afford to send 
the younger branches of their family to Englani to be educated. 
A lengthy prospectus has been published, and forms of application 
for shares in the concern have bass circulated. The yeneral im- 
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pression here is that the extremes of heat and cold cover too wide 
a range in Chefoo, and that, while the expense of sending children 
there by steamer would be as much (from a southern port) as that 
involved in sending them home by sailing ship, parents and 
children would practically be as widely separated under the new 
plan as they are under the old. 

Peking is at present threatened by another Mahomedan host. 
A number of Tartar braves and 1,500 of the Tientsin disciplined 
force are under orders for Shensi to oppose the rebels. A traveller 
in Shensi describes the condition of that province as most de- 

lorable. He says :— . : 

“The people are certainly the best in China, affable and com- 
plaisant. Sin-gan-fu is in the midst of a fertile plain, which 
now, however, is alinost waste. Instead of villages one finds only 
bare walls, and looks around in vain for the former inhabitants of 
the ruins. No one is to be seen but Honan braves, who are little 
better than the Nienfei or Mahomedans.” . 

The old Imperial town of Sin-gan-fu is still in existence. It 
will be remembered that it is the site of the now celebrated Nes- 
torian monument. 

(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suanauat, Feb. 3, 1869. 

The London mail of Dec. 4, with telegrams to 28th, was received 
here on the 23rd ult. The London and China Express was of more 
than usual interest, containing, as it did, such a full list of new 
M.P?s, resume of opinion on the Yangchow missionary affair, re- 
ports of companies connected with China, snd the intended de- 
parture of the Burlinghame Mission from London for Paris, with- 
out having accomplished anything beyond a presentation to Her 
Majesty. The Mission is not looked on here with favourable eyes, 
the preponderance of opinion being that it is a gigantic humbug: 
This is especially so amongst Americans, so that your articles, 
« Burlinghame and Bunkum,” have taken immensely. 

One of the most satisfactory items by the mail is the reduction 
in the price of telegrams by Galle. Mr. Walter Pearson, the agent 
for Reuter, announces the rate at Tls. 15 for twenty words. The 
regularity of the P. and O. Company’s service is now gaining consi- 
derable satisfaction from all the communities in Ohina and Japan. 
The fixed days of departure are well appreciated, and we only now 
want the French service to harmonise. 

The successor to Sir R. Alcock continues to be the topic of con- 
versation. Sir Harry Parkes has many backers; but there is a 
‘strong expression of opinion in favour of a new man, one trained to 
diplomacy, and not hampered with a long knowledge of China. 
The idea of Winchester, Wade, or Hornby having the post is 
laughed at. The impression is, however, that Wade will be sent 
out to relieve Sir Rutherford, and act as Chargé d’Affaires until 
the post is conferred on somebody else. 

One of the best tests of the magnitude of the trade of Shanghai 
is to be seen in its Exchange operations. The transactions for 
1868 are estimated as follows :—

These are gigantic figures, and if they represented a profit of 
10 per cent. the Shanshai folks would be doing well. 

Ship after ship arrives from London with goods toa losing mar- 
ket, and your echo is the same from thisside. With heavy losses on 
tea and silk exports, and the same on shirtings, &c., imported, the 

pect is not very cheerful. The losses on tea and silk must be near 
Balftw million dollars, though I am satisfied that fully two-th rds 
fall on houses at home, and a huge proportion of this on houses not 
to be considered in the China trade. The tea-dealers and others 
who sent out credits to buy will now be convinced that there is no 
necessity for them to increase the elements of competition here 
in purchasing tea. The China houses are still of sufficient means 
to buy the season’s tea, and if left alone would conduct it more to 
their profit. The indiscriminate credits are to blame for 1868's 
disasters 

Hard times are of undoubted service in some cases, and no place 
has benefited more by them than Shanghai. If it once bore the 
name of being the fastest and most reckless it is now entitled 
to be called one of the most steady-going business places of the 
Far East. Even racquet courts and rowing clubs are now reduced 
to matters of business, and it is almost ludicrous to see the busi- 
ness-like way in which such institutions have their meetings, 
balance-shects, &c. ; but so it is, and to indicate the change that is 
now supplementing utter despondency, it is only necessary to 
state that the Racquet Club at its meeting actually had a drawing 

for paying off its debentures. 

Ten lers have been invited by Mr. Kidner, architect, for the 
building of the new premises on the Bund for the Oriental Bank, 
the present building being ina state of decay. In the meantime, 
the bank bas rented the building on the Bund, formerly occupied 
by the Hindustan Bank,and belonging to Messrs. Siemssen and 
Co. Several of the buildings put up in 1850 to 1856 are very

shaky, and when better times do come there will be plenty of work 
for architects and builders. Contracts have also been put out for 
repairing the “ old doc,” now under tie lesseeship of Mr. Roberta, 
who pays a rental of Ts. 9,300 per annum. rT 

The capital invested in the dock is Tls. 220,000, in 440 shares 
of Tis. 500, and is manage! by a board of directors and a paid 
secretary, Mr. Geo. J. W. Cowie. The market value of the shares 
is now about Tis. 150, and buyers at this rate get a dividend of 
about 12 per cent. per annum. 

The famous Brick and Saw-mill Company, founded by the great 
architect of fortunes, Pedro Loureiro, is not entirely extinct. 
There is still a balance due to the creditors,"and the shareholders, 
who are still solvent, will probably make some compromise to 
settle the matter up. The amount due is about Tls. 10,000. 

The Shanghai Gas Company, which has gone through many 
vicissitudes, is at last in a satisfactory state, aad at the ager | 
to be held shortly the charmed words “ profit and dividend” wi 
be sounded in the ears of the shareholders. The capital invested 
in this concern is Tls. 150,000 and 4,000 debentures, and is man- 
aged by Mr. Cowie, Secretary, and a board of directors consisting 
of Mr. Baker (manager Chartered Mercantile Bank), Mr. Came- 
ron (liquidator Commercial Bank), Mr. Brand, Mr. Fearon, Mr. 
Probst, and Mr. Overweg. The use of gas yis now very general 
and an immense boon to the pce'lestrian, the strects being now 
lighted. Tho Chinese are also using it, and no doubt a reduction 
on the present rate of dols. 4.50c. will soon be established. This 
rate, however, is not so high as in San Francisco, where it is six 
dollars. The French gasworks, for supplying the French settle 
ment, is not so prosperous, and with a view of reducing their ex- 
penses offered to shut up their works if the English ares | 
would supply them at dols. 2.50c.; but dols. 3.50c. is demanded. 
From the contiguity of the French settlement to the Chinese 
city it is quite possible that in time the city will be a large cus- 
tomer. 

The spirit of rebellion against registration continues, and a me- 
morial to the Foreign-office is now being prepared. Certainly it 
is one of the meanest measures ever sanctioned by H.M.’s Guvern- 
ment. British subjects have no objection to register at the Consu- 
late on arrival—that is a rexsonable request ; but the impost of 
five dollars, and one dollar for mechanics, is paltry, and the repe- 
tition yearly unnecessary. It resembles the Chinese mode of 
squeezing, which Englishmen are not used to,and their Government 
not generally guilty of. If it was exacted with a view of raising 
something from Britishers towards the expenso H.M.’s Govern- 
ment are put to in providing consuls, d&c.,the amount is simply 
absurd. Tho distinction between mercantile people and artisans 
is most vexatious. In places like the ports in China the absurdity 
of attemptiog to draw the line is sure to produce endless trouble 
to the Registrar. The only distinction that can be drawn with 
success is the simple one of master and man—the partners and 
clerks, and other subordinates ; but the squeeze for registration is 
objected to in toto as unworthy of H.M.’s Government. If it is 
considered that we should have a tax imposed on us by the Impe- 
rial Government for the use of Consuls and other protection let it 
be discussed ; but the proposition could not be equitably ar 
legally sustained. The merchant here, as in other parts of the 
world, does his full share in contributing to the revenues of Eng- 
land by the poor he imports and exports. It is to be hoped that 
the memorial will have the desired effect of sweeping off the ob- 
noxious if not illegal tax. 

The liquidator of the Commercial Bank, Mr. Cameron, in con- 
sequence of the depressed condition of things here, is still unable 
to realise the assets of the bank. A great deal of house property 
and the docks, known as the Pootung Dock, still have to be kept 
oing for the benefit of the estate, and there appears no help for 
it but that the shareholders should settle with the creditors, as re- 
poet by last mail, at abut 17s. in the pound. The Pootung 
ock originally consisted of some seventy shares of 5,0U0 
of which Mr. Muirhead, who is still workiug it, held a consider- 
able share ; it might be struck into a new company of say about 
75,000 taels, and on that sum the working would yield prohably 
12 per cent. Of course, 75,000 taels is a great drop from 210,000 
taels, but if the liquidator wants to close up this is what ho must 
accept, and a similar drop on the house property—in short, accept 
about one-third of the value he has outstanding here, supposed to 
be about 700,000 or 800,000 taels. Mr. Jackson, manager of the 
Hong Kong Bank at Hankow, is here, en route to Yokohama, to 
relieve Mr. Grigor, who takes charge during Mr. Maclean's ab- 
sence in England on leave. Mr. Herbert Cope has taken charge 
at Hankow. The next mail will carry the report of this 
bank, which it is expected will be very favourable. Tne liqui- 
dation of the China Fire Insurance proceeds, and it is expected 
that a bonus will be distributed to the shareholders over the 
capital of about 50 per cent. What a contrast to the winding up 
of most companies! The trustees of the estate of Mes-r-. Dent 
and Co. have but little more to realise at this port. Tne valuable 
houses on the Bund, known as “ Paon Shum,” have not been put 
in the market, as it appears they are the property of Mr. Wi.kia- 
rr anne who had withdrawn trom the firm many years before 
it failed. , 

Notwithstanding the splendid passages of the clippers they 
cannot come up to steam, the Diomed, oue of Holt’s line, ma\ing 
the passage out, calling at Mauritius, Singapore, and Hong Kong, 
in eighty-two days, Sue is loading for Lunjoa at £3 lus. an 
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£4, and will leave in a few days, calling at Hong Kong to fill up. 
Two more clipper passages have to be recorded, that of the Undine 
in 100 days, from pilot to pilot, and the Leander, in ninety-five 
days, from Flymouth. On the 21st of January a ball was given 
by the partners of Messrs. A. Heard and Co., Mr. Dixwell, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Fearon, and on the 29th the annual masonic ball was 
given at the magnificent Masonic Hall on the Bund, both being 
thoroughly enjoyable. There are not many finer halls or ball- 
rooms in the old country. The number of guests may be com- 
puted at about 40 ladies and 200 gentlemen. 

If the Japanese had said a truce to steamer buying, the Chinese 
business men have not. The steamer Dragon, Captain Gibbon, 
which has been running between all the coast ports and in the 
Tientsin trade under the ownership of Mr. William Hargreaves, 
has just been sold to Chinese merchants for the Tientsin trade for 
85,000 dols., at present exchange about £18,500. She has heen well 
handled, making extraordinary runs considering her small power. 
She has been taken into the most out of the way places to make 
a freight without damage, and only once docking. Captain Gibbon 
proceeds to England shortly. sated 

The North China Steam Company—Trautmann and Co., agents 
—held a meeting of shareholders, when a statement showing the 
result of the working was produced, showing satisfactory results. 
It was discussed whether the profits should he at once divided, or 
retained towards the outlay for a new steamer now building in 
England. No decision was arrived at, and the meeting was ad- 
journed. This line of steamers runs to Tientsin, Chefoo, and 

ewchwang. 

The American steamers of the Shanghai Steam Company, man- 
aged by Russell and Co., also have boats on this line, in addition 
to the Yangtsze, Ningpo, &. The Union Company, managed by 
Glover, Dow, and Co., at present are running only the ona and 
Tientsin on the Yangtsze, under the English flag. They work in 
accord with the Shanghai Steam Company, and the current freights 
of four and five taels per ton yield a good profit—in fact, a very 
handsome one, the last dividend re equal to 30 per cent. The 
operations of the Union Company will doubtless be extended. 

The Shanghai company above alluded to have a large fleet of 
sixteen steamers, nearly all built in New York, in the usual style 
of river steamers. Another one is on the way out. The boats for 
comfort and general commerce in river traffic are unexceptional, 
but being constructed of wood they are perishable, and cause a 
large outlay to their hulls after a few years’ running. Iron 
steamers are peculiarly adapted for river traffic, as in fresh water 
the bottom does not foul. The company have had to buy up 
opposition steamers, or steamers likely to be used as opposition, so 
that they have not had a chance of adding iron boats, but will do so 
as soon as possible. The last attempt at an opposition was the 
negotiation for two steamers at New York, by Messrs. Olyphant 
and Co., but Messrs. Forbes and Co., Boston, acting for Messrs. 
Russell and Co., bought them. The fleet here includes the boats 
built by Messrs. Dent, Lindsay, Fletcher, &c. The Lamont, built 
on the Clyde (iron), under the superintendence of the late Captain 
Castillar, is also included in the fleet.* Another steamer is ex- 

cted in a few months from the Calcutta or coast line, for Messrs. 

ardine, Matheson and Co. ; a large vessel of about 3,000 tons and 
amall consumption of fuel. 

The line of Messrs. Kroes and Co., Shanghai, worked in joint 
ownership with Messrs. Adrian and Co., Japan, consists of five 
steamers. These steamers are the only regular opportunities for 
the inland sea and ports of Japan, and for goods from England 
intended for Nagasa‘i or Hiogo. This route is much more expe- 
ditious than via Yokohama.t The rate of freight is 4 dols. to 5 
dols. per ton, and the transhipping isiconducted by Messrs, Kroes 
and Co. at a small expense. 

The church, which has been delayed for some time, is now pro- 
ceeding rapidly, and is expected to be opened in a couple of months. 
It is a fine building, well suited to the hot weather, and will ac- 
commodate about six hundred. 

The splendid club on the Bund, which has gone through many 
vicissitudes, is now in -teady working trim, with about 350 mem- 
bers, at an annual subscription of 48 dols. The management, 
under Mr. Hornby Evans, is very satisfactory. The accounts show 
a profit on tho working, but not sufficient to divide any dividend 
amongst the shareholders.

With reference to the coal fields of China the North China 
Herald says :— The estimate that has been made by Mr. Kings- 
mill, of the extent of country covered by the Northern coal fields 
of Chioa, is 87,000 square miles, while the total area of coal fields 
in Great Britain and lreland is estimated at 12,000 square miles, 
and that of the United States at 113,000 square miles. 

“ With such vast coal fields, therefore, as China possesses, all the 
interests of the nation are deeply concerned in the earliest possi- "° 
ble opening of them to the unrestricted enterprise of foreigners 
and foreign methods; and even in slow moving China it is evident 
that the question is rapidly approaching a favourable solution. 
It is essentially a step fur the enrichment of the Empire, a new 
source of extensive employment for the people, a commencement 
of industrial organisation which, applied to manufactures, may 
lead to an important amelioration of the condition of the poorer 
classes. China has something to look forward to in its 
extensive mining prospects; and it would be difficult to 
forecast the more or less of its national greatness, when a 
truly enlightened policy is firmly grasped and energetically 
carried out by an intelligent Government. The present tariff 
on native coal was imposed at a time when foreigners did not fore- 
see the important position that this article would assume; and 
least of all, probably, was it foreseen that this export duty, which 
might appear at first sight harmless, as no expectation was enter- 
tained of China exporting coal, would prove a heavy tax on coal 
passing from port to port. The export duty is now four 
candareens per picul, and the coast trade duty one-half more, 
so that Formosa coal has to pay at Shanghai six candareens 
per picul, or about one tael per ton. On an article of such 
mall intrinsic value this is very burdensome, and we scarcely 
think that the Chinese Government would persist in levying the 
tax if proper representations were made to them. Mr. FitzRoy 
showed, in his Report on the Trade of Shanghai for 1866, that on 
Formosa coal the duty was equal to 23 per cent. of its value in 
Shanghai; sv that here is an enormous encumbrance on the 
price and supply of coal finding its natural level, even 
when it is produced under the present restrictions as to 
mining. It is equivalent to at least one tael per ton, 80 
that native coal, which might be expected to be laid down 
in Shanghai free of duty, is charged twenty times as much 
as foreign coal. Thus, the Chinese Government place their own 
subjects at a considerable disadvantage in their competition with 
foreign coal, and a higher standard of prices than would other- 
wise prevail has to be paid principally by foreigners. We hope to 
see the coal mines opened soon, and there is no doubt the ques- 
tion has been amply discussed at Peking ; but it is perfectly evi- 
dent that the opening of the mines and the abolition of the duty, 
or its reduction to the same amount as that levied on foreign coal, 
namely, five cents per ton, must be simultaneously granted.” 

We are glad to hear that a Committee is being formed in Lon- 
don for the promotion of mining and railways in China, with a 
view to influence the Foreign Office in a direction opposed to the 
policy laid down in Art. VIII. of the new American treaty. 

We find the following letter in the Shanghai Evening Express. 
—“ Dear Siz,—Having taken trouble in moving Lord Stanley, at 
the request of the British residents in Saigon, to appoint a consul 
for that place, allow me to correct your impression and that of 
your contemporary at Hong Kong, the China Mail, as to the Con- 
sul being subject to the jurisdiction of our Minister at Peking. He 
will, like his brother Consuls at Batavia and Bangkok, be under 
the direction of the Foreign-office in London.—Yours faithfully,

the whole, the Customs officials give satisfaction, and about the 
only grumbling heard of now is the delay in proving drawback 
ditties and the system of only allowing drawback certificates in 
payment of other duties, and not in silver.

In accordance with treaty stipulations and the wish of the community, 
the Customs at this port will, from the lst of February, require export 
duties to be paid before permitting the shipment of goods. 

A branch of the Hai Kwan Bank has been opened in the Custom-house, 
in order to receive payments expeditiously. In the case of silk, it is re- 
quested that the duty receipt usually handed over by the Chinese seller to 
the foreign buyer be sent to the Custom-house by the latter with bis appli- 
cation to ship.

one of whom threatened Lieutenant Keppel with a spear, and was 
shot down. It is also stated the Chinaman with whom the dis- 
turbance originated has been wounded or killed. 

The accounts of the affair given in the Northern papers, with 
the exception of one which appeared in the Evening Courier, 
agree in substance with the above. In the Courier’s account 
above-named it is stated that opposition to Mr. Wolff was 
only made because there was a dispute in the title to the land ; 
but that paper also contains a letter from another source, in 
which this alleged flaw is stated to be mercly a pretext, among 
many others, made to prevent the missionaries obtaining posses- 
sion of the land. 

By the Yesso, which arrived on the 30th Jan. from Foochow, in- 
telligence was brought that a disturbance was imminent in that 
city. The whole place had been placarded by the Chinese, calling 
on the natives to rise in a body and murder the European popu- 
lation. So great was the fear of this being carried out that the 
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British Consul, Mr. Charles Sinclair, ordered the gunboat Janus 
up from Pagoda anchorage. There was no positive demonstration : 
when the Yesso left, but very serious apprehensions were enter- 
tained as to the intentions of the natives. 





HONG KONG. 

The present mail left Hong Kong on the 9th February. The 
outward French mail of Dec. 18 was received on the 28th January, 
The latest telegraphic advices from London were to Jan. 17, via 
Calcutta. We take the following items of news from the China 
Mail -— 

A circular has been issued by the Bishop inviting support to a 
movement for the establishment in Hong Kong of an orphanage 
for destitute European and other children. The effort, which we 
hope will be successful, will be directed under the auspices of H. 
E. the Governor, Vice-Admiral Keppel, Major General Brunker, 
and the Chief Justice. 

A private meeting of several gentlemen interested in the re- 
suscitation of the China Asiatic Society was held a few days since 
at the residence of the Rev. D. B. Morris (the present secretary 
of that moribund institution), for the purpose of discussing what 
measures could be taken to that end. In the course of conversa- 
tion it was discovered that there were still members of the old 

society in Hong Kong, and it was determined that they should be 
communicated with, and their inclinations ascertained. If willing 
to remain as an associated body, several leading and other resi- 
dents would be willing to join the society, while, on the other 
hand, if desirous of closing their connection with it.a new society 
might be formed under the old title. The meeting being conver- 
sational in its nature, no detailed report need be given, but we trust 
that before long some public steps will be taken in the matter. 
It is a matter for congratulation that a strong desire exists to re- 
organise so important an association. 

he wreck of the Jeiver was the subject of investigation before 
a@ marine Court of Inquiry, at the harbourmaster’s-office, on the 
26th Jan. Mr. J. J. Francis, solicitor, watched the case on behalf 
of Captain Clifford. The Court was composed of Mr. May, P.M., 
Mr. Thomsett, Mr. Duncanson, J.P., Capt. Gillson, and Capt. 
verbury. It appeared that a Court of Inquiry had sat at Cal- 
cutta, and the evidence of officers and crew taken there, but owing 
to want of jurisdiction, the papers had been sent to the Hong 
Kong Government. The Court’s decision suspends the captain’s 
certificate for eighteen months, on the ground of neglect. 

By the Report of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Cor- 
poration, to be read at the meeting fixed for the 15th inst., we 
observe that unabated success has attended the business transacted 
during the past half-year. A dividend of 6 per cent. is again 
declared for the six months, and the amount carried to the Reserve 
Fand brings it up to the high figure of 700,000 dols. We con- 
gratulate the Shareholders upon so satisfactory a result.* 

The approach of the Chinese holidays and New Year settling 
time has been this year accompanied by a larger number of robbe- 
Yies, and other acts of fraud or violence, than we can remember 
to have occurredfor some years back, and would seem to infer an 
unhealthy financial state of things, at least amongst the more 
desperate class of the native community. On shore, in boats, and 
on board ship, the thieving trade appears to flourish ; and we have 
an array Jof unpunished robberies which reflects anything but 
credit upon some one. 

THE LATE OUTRAGE AT SWATOW. 

A correspondent of the Hong Kong Daily Press gives the follow- 
ing account of the expedition against the braves, who, as men- 
tioned in last report, fired upon the crew of the gig belonging to 
H.B.M. gunboat Cockchafer :-— 

Swatow, Jan. 30, 1869. 

The lesson is taught, submission made, and it is to be hoped the 
sword is finally sheathed. The Commodore arrived on Thursday, 
with the Rinaldo, Perseus, and Bouncer,and on Friday morning at 
daylight we were off ; the Marines, about 160, under Captain Bale, 
the Blue Jackets, under Captain Stevens ; the boats, under Lord 
O. Scott, and the field pieces under Captain McHardy, R.N., alto- 
ether about 450 men, the Commodore, accompanied by Captain 

im, RE., Lieutenants Tyler and Gurden, and Mr. Alabaster, 
#H.B.M. Acting Consul, going up in command. On arrival at Tong- 
tung, the first of the offending villages, the Marines, who had 
marched up, were drawn up, and two pieces landed. A man came 
out, “chin-chinned,” but immediately disappeared again, so that 
Mr. Alabaster, who went out to meet him, was unable to speak tohim. 
When the Marines had approached to within a short distance of 
the village, the natives opened fire upon them, and negotiation 
was afterwards, of course, impossible. The village was forthwith 
taken, the retreating braves being followed up into and through 
the adjoining one, Captain Stevens, in the meantime, engaging 
and driving off the fellows to the left. Having advanced a mile 
oF more, no one but an old woman (carefully sent out by the 
wretches as cover) came within range, and we returned to the 

boats after setting the village on fire. It might have been sup- 
. posed that this would be sufficient to show the braves the folly of 
resistance, but such was not the case. When, later on, the party 
advanced towards Outingpin, a large town, the men of which had 
headed the attack on the Cockchafer's boats, they actually came

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out with flags flying and matchlocks popping to attack us again ; 
so we went on, and sparing a village which had had the sense to 
keep quiet, we very soon got either over the wall or through the 
gates, and sent the fellows flying. After thoroughly burning this 
village, there being no more enemies to meet, we returned, and 
next morning the elders came down to, beg for (mercy, which 
was,at once accorded. . 

There was no real fighting, the Sniders making near approach 
impossible ; but we had a few casualties in the streets, and a 
couple of stink-pots fell uncomfortably enough among a party of 
us, headed by the Commodore, as we were getting in at one of the 
gates, fortunately doing no seriousdamage. The Chinese gun- 

at arrived at Swatow during the fight, and the captain with his 
boat’s crew came up t. offer the assistance of one rifle. The Taoutai 
did not appear on the scene, but “the day after the fair” wrote 
to say he was coming, and begged everything might wait. 

I as not think there was any great loss of life, the long range 
of the Sniders frightening the braves before they were near 
enough to be steady marks; and it is no doubt a subject for con- 
gratulation, as the lesson given will be quite sufficient. When we 
went up the Swatow people laughed, saying that no one of us 
would come back ; aud the intervening villages were all prepared 
to join against us if we got a check, which, as the gunboats would 
not go up, was confidently expected. On our return all the arro- 
gance and bluster had disappeared, and the Swatow people now 
shake their heads with an At-yah le-hai (“ Very, very dreadful ”) 
when they speak of foreigners. The fact is the eighteen villages 
resisted Koxinga, the conqueror of Formosa, successfully, and have 
ever since fancied themselves invincible ; and it is probably a 
saving to themselves that their error has been dispelled. 

The steamer Kwang-tung, which arrived at Hong Kong on the 
7th Feb., brought news from the above port to the 6th Feb. At 
that date all was going on well. Commodore Jones and Mr. Act- 
ing-Consul Alabaster had entered the village where the disturbance 
took place, and, although they were unguarded, no attempt wa 
made to molest them. Steps are now being taken to secure the 
tranquillity of the neighbourhood, and there seems every hope 
that in future it will be possible to live in security at Swatow. 
The results, in fact,are in every way satisfactory, especially as the 
number of casualties seems to have been much exaggerated, the 
official returns placing the loss on the Chinese side at fifty-tive. 

There appears to have been perfect unanimity upon the pro- 
priety of the course adopted, ee i the support and co-operation of 
the United States Consul aided greatly in the settlement of the 
difficulty. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—_—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Advices from Singapore are to the 16th Feb. The outward mail 
of Jan. 1 arrived on the 5th Feb., but the latest telegraphic news 
from London was to the 27th Jan., received by the extra P. and 
O. steamer Sunda. The Straits Times gives the following sum- 
mary of news :— 

Business may be said to have been nearly at a standstill during 
the fortnight. The Europeans have been celebrating with due 
honour the fiftieth anniversary of the Settlement, and the Chinese 
have been devoting their exclusive attention to the usual festivi- 
ties and rejoicings with which they welcome their New Yeur. 

Politically the fortnight has been almost a blank. Some offi- 
cial changes are reported. A Captain Shaw has been announced 
as the new Lieutenant-Governor of Malacca, in place of Mr. Cairns. 
Captain Playfair is said to have been appointed Assistant Colonial 
fecretary, and Mr. Harvey, cadet, Private Secretary to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Penang—two new offices it is to be noted. 
lll-health necessitated change of air for the Rev. Mr. Beckles, 
Colonial Chaplain, and the Rev. Mr. Hose, Chaplain of Malacca, 
is officiating in his place. 

The Legislative Council is to meet to-morrow, at noon, when the 
Session of 1869 will be opened with the usual ceremonies, and with 
a speech from H.E. the Governor. 

he celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of the Settlement of 
Singapore was inaugurated by a ball—one of the most successful 
ever witnessed here, which was given in the Town-hall on Friday, 
the 5th inst., at which were present H.E. the Governor, II.H. the 
Maharajah of Johore, the Hon. the Chief Justice and Lady Max- 
well, and most of the European residents. The speech of H.E. Sir 
Harry Ord, in proposing the “ Prosperity of the Settlement,” made a 
favourable impression, and his positive reiterated statement, for 
which he claimed undoubting faith from the public, that facts 
and figures would ere long show that the revenue was iacreasing, 
and was amply sufficient to meet the expenditure, gave consider- 
able satisfaction. Most have accepted this statement in good 
faith, but there are still doubters and unbelievers who will not be 
convinced, who will have it that the colony is getting deeper into 
debt every day. This appears to us to savour somewhat of hyper- 
infidelism, in face of his Excellency’s plain straightforward asser- 
tion, that, provided the revenue remains at its present rate, there 
would be no necessity for any further loans, or any taxation, or 
any additional burden whatever. 
turday, the 6th inst., thelanniversary day, was kept as a close 
holiday, and sports were held on the Esplanade. 
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The Chinese New Year-day fell this year on ‘Thursday, the 11th 
inst., which, with the next day, was a general holiday, and the 
firing of crackers, which began on Wednesday night and has not 
quite finished yet during the specified hours, has been something 
astounding. There have been no accidents, however, and no 
breaches of the peace or law, so far as we can learn, beyond the 
usual petty offences, A new steamer was launched at Teluk Ayer 
on Saturday, the 30th ult. She is the property of Messrs. Buyers 
and Robh, the owners of the Bon Accord Dock, and was christened 
the Pilot Fish. Messrs. Buyers and Robb are building the new 
steam launch for Government. 

The extension of the telegraph from India down to Java and 
Australia, and from India through Siam and Cochin China to 
Hong Kong, has been again the subject of revived discussion. 
It is stated that the enterprise will soon be undertaken and carried 
through. 

There is little or no news from the neighbouring States. A 
frightful epidemic continues its ravages through portions of Java. 
A correspondent calls attention to the island of Timor, of which 
the Dutch, he states, want to be rid. If it be so, the British Go- 
vernment has the right of pre-emption by a clause in the Treaty 
of 1824. The letter deserves perusal, as the island would no 
doubt be useful and convenient as a station from which to laya 
telegraphic cable to the northern coast of Australia. From La- 
buan a correspondent has furnished us with an account of the 
New Year’s sports held there for the first time, which seem to have 
been a great success. Everything is quiet and peaceable in Sara- 
wak, in Cochin-China, and in Siam. 








Commercial Report. 


STRAITS, CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—Our report by the present mail is very unsatisfactory. 
There was an almost entire absence of demand for every description of 
imported produce, prices were Jower, stocks were increasing, and there was 
no inducement to re-export to China. The native New-year holidays were 
about to commence, when there would probably be an entire cessation of 
business.

Green: There bad been 
less doing, and the demand had been chiefly for common to medium Moy- 
unes and Teenkais, which had been taken at very irregular prices; on the 
whole, however, rates lad again ruled rather in favour of tbe buyer. Im 
fine and finest we hear of no transaction, but for these teamen would not 
accept any reduction.

Foocuow.—Messrs. Rusden, Phipps, and Co. report as follows :—Our 
season may be considered closed, the present stock of Congou and Sou- 
chong being about 4,000 chests. About 15,000 chests Congou have been 
settled during the month at gradually advancing prices, which may now 
be quoted } tael to 1 tael advance on those ruling at the date of our last, the 
2nd January. The Chanticleer and Henry Grenfell will probably close our 
export to England. Settlements for the fortnight have been :—Congon, 
4,280 chests, at Tis. 9.8 to 19.05 per picul, ship off; Souchong, 1,725 
chests, at Tis, 16.8 to 27.3 per picul, ship off ; Oolong, 444 }-chests, at 
Tis.

Amoy.—Oolongs had been in active demand for America, and the stock 
was reduced to about 32,000 half-chests, almost all of which would pro- 
bably be carried over until after the holidays. Prices had been irregular, 
bat, on the whole, showed an advance of a dollar per picul, and in some 
instances as much as three dollars. The market closed very firm, but 
buyers were ready to close the remaining stock 20 soon as teamen were 
willing to sell on the basis of former settlements. The John C. Munro 
and Charlot bad been taken up at £2 10s. per ton of 50 cubic feet to load 
for New York, and the John Worster was expected from Foochow for the 
same voyage, having been closed at $13 gold. 


SILK.

very irregular, and although in some cases a shade lower, the general run 
of purchases do not show any quotable decline. A large proportion of the 
settlements consists of common re-reels, which are apparently cheap as 
compared with other silks, but are still looked upon with suspicion owing 
to their loaded state. No transactions are reported in chops, as they sre 
firmly t:eld, but medium to common Tsatlees are rather easier. <A few 
common Kahings have been taken at Tls.

400 per picul. Throwns are getting very scarce, Trama being firmly held 
for Tls. 530 to 640, and Organzines Tls. 570 to 590 per picul. The total 
settlements are about 43,000 bales, we having over-estimated them 200 
bales in our last issue. The stock is about 2,000 to 2,500 bales.

ENGLISH MISSIONS IN CHINA. 

(March 9th.) The Duke of Somerset: On rising to put a question to 
the noble earl at the head of the Foreign-office respecting missionaries 
in China, I may explain that the delay which has occurred since I 
gave notice of it is partly attributable to the new rule which has been 
adopted with regard to questions. In the House of Commons qucs- 
tions which do not lead to debate may be put without notice, and I 
think it would be well if this were allowed in your lordships’ House also. 

Earl Granvi.te explained that the recommendation of the commit- 
tee was that questions likely to lead to debate should not be put with- 
out notice, and before a quarter-past five, as had previously been the 





case. 

The Duke of Somensgr: In one of the papers lately presented to 
Parliament relating to China your lordships will find it mentioned 
that a society called the China Inland Mission having established a 
mission in the town of Yangchow, near Nanking, a riot occurred, and 
great violence was used, the result being, as usual, that the English 
naval force was sent for, and that after some remonstrance the Chinese 
gave way and the mission was restored. The Consul, I observe, states 
that the arrival of the force produced a very good effect, not, however, 
on account of any sympathies for the missionaries, but because a 
considerable quantity of money was expended by the crews. Now, 
what I wish to ask is, what right have we to send missionaries to the 
interior of China? (Hear.) If a preacher goes to Birmingham and 
begins to expound his opinions about Catholicism or Protestantism, 
we all know what happens. First of all a mob breaks the windows, 
then they break each other's heads, the police and military are there- 
upon called in, and after a great. deal of noise the two parties retire with 
their heads broken and their Christianity very much impaired. That 
is what happens ina town peculiarly intellectual, where the people are 
80 wise and sensible that you call upon them to decide questions of 
State policy and religion. What, then, can you expect from the people 
of Yangchow? As might be expected, they rise up and are furious. 
Look back to what occarred twenty years ago. An adventurer, call- 
ing himself a follower of Jesus, raised a great mob, attacked and 
took several towns, forced the young men to join him, and massacred 
the women and children. When at the Admiralty I saw many officers 
who gave an account of the state of towns that had been visited by 
these so-called followers of Jeans, and nothing more horrible could be 
conceived. No wonder, then, that when miesionaries appeared, calling 
themselves by the same name, the feelings of the people were excited, 
and it is most unjust that the English naval power should be used to 
support them. (Hear.) I find no fault with the despatch of our 
representative at Peking, nor with Lord Stanley’s, except that they do 
not go far enough, for we ought to try and do something more effective 
to stop these outbreaks. Our treaty rights were insisted upon by the 
English and French Ministers, and I believe it was more the wish of 
the French than of the English Minister that certain rights should be 
given to missionaries. The Chinese Minister remonstrated, urging 
that it would lead to great distraction and misery. In fact, the papers 
Tepresented him as using a very good argument. Whether he really 
used it I cannot say, but he is reported to have aaid :— 

‘*Here you are, the representatives of the most powerful and wisest 
nations in the world. You have come here as friends in everything 
else, but you differ in your Christianity. Now, as you are so wise and 
such good friends, why could you not settle among yourselves which ia 
the true form of Christianity before you distract our country with your 
rivalry?” 

I think that disciple of Confucius put a question which it was very 
difficult to answer. 1 object to the system of supporting inland mis- 
sionaries in China, because it is unfair to the Chinese and because it 
is most unjust to our naval officers. Their business is to look after 
ake but a missionary is insulted, and, pending satisfaction from 

eking, they are pressed to use their Armstrong guns and fire on the 
people, as the only way of saving the life of the missionary. Now,a 
young officer thinks nothing of taking a Chinese town. He is de- 
lighted with the task ; with fifty or sixty men he will take any Chinese 
town. (A laugh.) But these proceedings are calculated to break up 
our friendly relations with China, and those relations surely ought not 
to be allowed to depend on the judgment of a missionary or on the 
patience of amob. (Hear, hear.) My noble friends wish to reduce 
the navy in China. Now, if you reduce your navy you must reduce 
your missionaries, for every missionary almost requires a gunboat. 
(Laughter) ‘The fact is, we are propagating Christianity with gun- 
boata, for the authorities of inland towns know perfectly well that if 
they get into trouble with the missionary a gunboat will soon come up. 
In doing that in a weak country which we could not possibly 
do in a more powerful one, it seems to me we are entirely 
wrong. The Chinese, I believe, dislike the French missionaries 
as much as they do the English; they turn the French missionary 
out of the town, and they knock the English one on the head; so 
that there is perfect religious equality. (A laugh.) My noble friend 
(the Earl of Clarendon) is quite right in saying that Christianity can 
only go in the wake of civilisation and progress. It is true you may 
easily get a certain class of Chinese to be converts to Christianity ; 
there are plenty of Chinese who will be converts to anything in the 
shape of dollars (a laugh) ; but really to make China a Christian coun- 
try must be a work of time, and the way in which we are proceeding 
is not the way todoit. Why, what is the example we set? Suppose 
a Chinaman asks what effect this new religion Las upon the people, and 
goes to Shanghai to see, what does he behold ? Naval and civil officers 
who are acquainted with all the chief ports in Rurope, America, and 
Asia inform me, that though seaport towns are not usually very moral 
placea, there is no such sink of iniquity as Shanghai. And yet you 
expect that, having seen yourexample, and how you force Christianity 
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on by gunboats and Armstrong guna, the Chinese will embrace Chris- 
tianity. We ought, I contend, to recall these inland missionaries. My 
noble friend, I am aware, is not responsible, for he givea very good ad- 
vice ; but this is one of those things which are readily given and hardly 
ever taken, and the missionaries do not take it. A missionary, in- 
deed, must be an enthusiast ; if he is not an cnthusiast, he is probably 
arogue. (A laugh.) No man would go and live up one of those rivers 
and preach Christianity unless he were an enthusiast, and if an enthu- 
siast he readily incurs dangers. Now, I am anxious to know what 
chance we have of reducing these missions, or, at least, if not allow- 
ing them to go atill further up the country, whereby they would, I am 
sure, seriously prejudice the cause of Christianity. It may, perhaps, 
be said that they go at their own peril ; but this is not the fact, for if 
injured or killed, a naval force is called on to interfere, unless Peking 
is so close at hand as to allow time for an appeal to the Chinese Go- 
vernment. Nobody is responsible for this mischief but the London 
Missionary Society, and that society had much better send its mis- 
sions to some other part of the world, and leave China unconverted, 
than pursue their present course. He wished to know whether the 
Government would adopt some more efficient and stringent mode of 
dealing with these missionaries, either by sending them out of the 
country, or by telling them that they should go no further and imperil 
our friendly relations with China by their proceedings. (Hear.) 

The Earl of CLARENDON : I feel much obliged to my noble friend for 
having brought this question before your lordships, for it is one of grow- 
ing and pressing interest, and it ia right that the public should know 
exactly what is the policy of the Government, and how far we propose 
to deal with the present most unsatisfactory state of things. A Blue- 
book upon China not being very attractive, I dare say very few of 
your lordships have read the papera which have been laid on the table, 
and probably the general public know still less on the subject than 
your lordships. The interpellation, therefore, of my noble friend is 
likely to prove useful, by enabling me to draw the attention of your 
lordships and of the public to some passages in the papers which were 
recently presented. 1 cannot quite agree with my noble friend that a 
miesionary must be either an enthusiast ora rogue. That, I think, is 
rather too strong. I cannot help admiring the epirit which animates 
missionaries, and the fearless zeal which leads them to promulgate re- 
ligious truth. At the same time, I admit that that zeal often leads them 
to incur most unnecessary dangers, and creates a state of riotand blood- 
shed such as men of peace and goodwill should be the last to bring about. 
They require to be protected against this, and should be induced not to 
prosecute their labours in localities in the interior of the country, where 
no Consul resides, and where an appeal to the authorities against 
a fanatical mob is likely to be unavailing. The London Missionary 
Society suggested Jast year that in any new treaty to be negoti- 
ated with China there should be an article empowering them 
to purchase lands and reside in the interior. Now, Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, whose knowledge and experience of China may be relied upon, 
pointed out that, in the first place, such a clause is unnecessary, since 
the right exists un:ler the French treaty, and, in the next place, that 
it would be very inconsistent with wisdom or prudence to insist upon 
it. He referred to the riots which had occurred as a proof that, not 
only the authorities and influential persons, but the whole population 
of China are adverse to the spread of missionary establishments. It is 
not only most dangerous for the missionaries themselves, but it is 
much to be condemned with respect to the Government and people of 
this country, that such proceedings as those described by my noble 
friend should be carried on. An outrage occurs, blood is shed, property 
is sacrificed, an appeal is made to the nearest Consul, who straightway 
calls to his aid the nearest naval commander, and gunboats go up to 
exact reparation. The consequence is, that we never know what tidings 
the next mail may bring us, and we are always on the brink of a war, 
not on account of the violation of any British rights, of any insult to 
the British flag, or of any injury done to commerce, but on account 
of the protection of good but imprudent men, who will not perceive 
the natural consequences of their acte. (Hear, hear.) This is a 
situation of affairs which certainly ought to be altered, and 1 wiil call 
your lordships’ attention to one of the most recent instructions with 
reference to the employment of cunboata, which waasent to Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock on the 28th of January :— 

‘You will have seen by my despatches of the 30th December and 
of the 13th and 14th of January that Her Majesty's Government attach 
the greatest importance to this point; and I have accordingly to in- 
atructyou toexplain to Her Majesty's Consuls that the special purposes 
for which Her Majesty's ships of war are stationed in the ports of China 
and employed on the coasts are to protect the floating commerce of 
British subjects against piratical attacks in Chinese waters, to support 
Her Majesty’s Consuls in maintaining order and discipline among the 
crews of British vessels in the respective ports, and, in cases of great 
emergency, to protect the lives and properties of British subjects if 
placed in peril by wanton attacks directed against them either on the 
part of local authorities or by an uncontrolled popular movement. As 
regards this last point, Her Majesty’s Consuls must constantly bear in 
mind thatthe interference of naval force, cither on their representation 
or on the part of naval officera acting on their own estimation of facts 








| before them, will alone receive the subsequent approval of Her Ma- 


jesty’s Government when it is clearly shown that without such inter- 
ference the lives and properties of Kritish subjects would, in all pro- 
bability, have been sacrificed; and even in such a case Her Majesty’s 
Government will expect to learn that the alternative of receiving them 
on board ship, and so extricating them from threatened danger, was 
not available. Beyond this the circumstances of the case muat be of 
& very peculiar nature which would be held by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to justify a recourse to force.” (Hear, hear.) ‘‘Her Majesty's 
Government cannot leave with Her Majesty's Consuls or naval officers 
to determine for themselves what redress or reparation for wrong done 
to British eubjects is due, or by what means it should be enforced. 
They cannot allow them to determine whether coercion is to be applied 
by blockade, by reprisals, by landing armed parties, or by acts of even 
a more hostile character. All such proceedings bear more or less the 
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character of acts of war, and Her Majesty's Government cannot delegate 
to Her Majesty's servants in foreign countries the power of involving 
their own country in war.” 

(Cheera.) Those instructions will be rigidly adhered to by the Govern- 
ment, and the Admiralty have sent similar directions to all the naval 
officers, not only in China but in different parta of the world. With 
regard to reducing the number of miesionaries, my noble friend must 
be aware that the Government is not precisely responsible, and that if 
missionaries chose to go or stay there our power of evicting them from 
China is small. (A laugh.) My noble friend having passed severe 
strictures on the London Missionary Society, I would call his attention 
to a letter dated the 5th of February, which was received from that 
society, and which I must say was a very proper one. The latter part 
of it reads thus :— 

“The directors of the London Missionary Society would be glad to 

ascertain from your lordship the views which Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment now hold of the range within which, according to existing treaties, 
missionaries in general may frecly move. Because, while the opportu- 
nities for their usefulness have grown great and numerous, the directors 
are anxious that the operations of the missionaries of the London Mia- 
sionary Society shall be so conducted as in no way to embarrass Her 
Majesty’s Government, or cven inadvertently to complicate the relations 
between the two Empires. ‘That is the only ground on which they 
would venture to trouble your lordship in the mutter.” 
That letter evinces no disposition to embarrass the Government, 
but, on the contrary, evinces some of the spirit which my noble friend 
is desirous to evoke. The society asked what interpretation I should 
put on our treaty rights, and I had a reply sent in these terms :— 

“Lord Clarendon is not prepared to place any abstract construction 
on those treaty provisions. So much must always depend on the cir- 
cumstances under which, and the grounds on which, treaty privileges 
are claimed, that specifically to define the practical extent of any such 

rivileges would be more likely to mislead than serve as a sure guide 
‘or action. Jord Clarendon considers that in all cases of a doubtful 
nature, where a British missionary desires to reecive counsel or direc- 
¢ions, his safest course would be to apply to Her Majesty's Minister at 
Peking, and be guided by his advice. This course is more particu- 
larly to be recommended at the present time, inasmuch ag it is clear 
that a strong fetling prevails among the authorities and people of 
China against the establishment of mission stations in the interior ; 
and it would be highly imprudent in missionaries to persist in disre- 
garding the opposition cither of the Chinese authoritics or people, 
and braving their animosity, however unjustifiable or misplaced. 
It is impossible for Her Majesty’s Government to protect a 
missionary establishment in places where no consular authority is at 
hand to require the local authoritics to exert themsclves inits defence; 
and itis no less impossible to suppose that the feelings of Parliament 
would be enlisted in favour of measures of coercion to avenge a wrong 
done to missionarics, which, even if they did not end in war, would, 
for a time at least, paralyse British trade, and might be open to much 
uestion in point of justice as between country and country. The 
ondon Missionary Society can, in Lord Clarendon’s opinion, render 
no bettcr service to their missionaries than by inculcating on them 
circumspection in regard to their own condnet, and the utmost con- 
sideration for the feelings and character of the people among whom 
they dwell. The missionaries will do well to follow in the wake of 
trade when the people have learnt tu sec in it material advantage to 
themeclves, rather than seek to lead the way in opening up new loca- 
tions. In the former case they will find people prepared to receive 
and listen to their instructions: but in the latter there is too much 
reason to believe that their proffered instruction will be rejected, and 
their persons exposed to indignity, and even danger.” 

I have now stated the policy which Ifer Majesty's Government pro- 
pose in future to observe, and | trust that the advice I ventured to give 
to the London Missionary Society, coupled with the disposition they 
have manifested to avoid embarrassment to the Government, will be 
sufficient to prevent further difficulty. If, however, it shonld turn out 
otherwise, the fault will not rest with the Government. (Cheers.) 

The Bishop of St. Davin’s entirely agreed with the noble earl that 
the proceedings to which be had referred were not at all calculated to 

romote the interests cither of Christianity or of England in China; 

ut he could not admit that there cxisted among tne Chinese popula- 
tion so gencral an aversion from the Christian religion, and to general 
aepirit of resistance to all attempts to propagate it, as the noble duke 
had appeared to assume. Unless a bulky volume which he read some 
time azo were a tissue of fictions, there existed a flourishing Roman 
Catholic mission with a large number of converts, who lived very peace- 
ably, and who, though they were continually extending their religion, 
met with no resistance or tumult. If this were the fact, was it not na- 
taral that those who held what they believed to bea purer kind of Chris- 
tianity should show a generous and noble spirit of emulation, desiring to 
gain similarconqucsts forthe Protestant faith? We ought not, he thought, 
to attempt to apply any positive restraint to missionary efforts either 
in China or in any other part of the world. : 

The Bishop of Hererorp, bespeaking their lordsbips’ indulgence on 
his addressing them for the first time, wished foran explanation of one 
or two expressions that had fallen from the noble duke and the noble 
earl, affecting, as it seemed to bim, the position of all missionary so- 
cieties and of all missionaries labouring in the less civilised parts of 
the world. The noble duke had given a piece of advice which he 
thought no missionary would accept, viz., to leave some particular part 
of the world unconverted, or flee from attempts to convert it, because, 
forsooth, British commercial interests might be prejudiced. The 
youngest and Jcast zealous missionary would probably reply that, im- 
portant as were the intercats of British trade, there was something in 
his eyes more sacred even than that sacred opium trade for which 
Great Britain once thought it worth while to wage war, viz., obedience 
to the command of his Master to go forth and seek the conversion of 
his fellow-creatures, at whatever risk to himself or others. It was 
hardly generous for one in the safe security of their Lordships’ House 











ing barbarians with imperilling the interests of British trade, for 
whatever else he imperilled he had first imperilled his own life. 
Would the noble duke, who was anxious for stringent measures, pro- 
pose to save a Chinese mob the trouble of executing or expatriating 
the missionary, or would he, as a member of a Christian Legislature, 
maintain that by becoming a missionary he lost the right of British 
citizenship, which he would retain if he became atrader? English 
subjects, as he understood, possessed rights under the treaty, and pro- 
vided they did not transgress the limits imposed by the treaty they . 
were equally entitled to protection, whether they gold cotton or Bibles. 
It was surely unworihy of a Christian nation to say that if ita subjects 
engaged in any trade, however demoraliaing, they should be protected 
from the least infraction of their rights, Lut that if they became mis- 
sionaries and happened to displease the susceptibilities of the Chinese 
they should be left to their fate, or saved from the mob by a forcible 
expatriution. He admitted, on the other hand, that it was not desir- 
able, for the sake of the missionaries themselves, that they should go 
out with an army at their back, for that would make them reckless, 
unspiritual, and untrue to the mission of their Master. It wag one 
thing, however, to say what a missionary ought to do for the sake of 
the cause of missions, and quite another thing to say what treatment he 
should reccive at the hands of his Government, which was surely bound 
to maintain the rights of its citizens, whether missionaries or traders. 
He protested agaiust the doctrine apparently laid down by more than 
one speaker that, because a man was a@ missionary he was, therefore, 
to be deprived of higrightsas a British subject. The noble duke had 
advocated stringent measures towards troullesome missionaries, but 
had such a course been always and successfully pursued, had mission- 
aries been always prevented from becoming ‘‘ troublesome,’ neither 
the noble duke nor himself would have been Christians at the present 
day. (Hear, hear, and a laugh.) As to following in the wake of 
trade, would the noble carl (Clarendon) mention the kind of trade in 
whose wake they were to follow? (Hear, hear.) There happened to 
be trades carried on by British subjects, and protected with a high 
hand by the Government, which would make a most unhappy prelimi- 
nary to the preaching of the missionary. (Cheers.) Should he wait 
till the beneficent influence of fire-water or opium had made the people 
more amenable to the preaching of the Gospel, and then preach to 
men whom the trader hud demoralised or intoxicated with his liquor 
or his vices! Instead of waiting for this the missionary felt that he 
had a duty imposed on him by a higher Master to go oul. and preaca 
the Gospel. He did not defend the indiscretions of any missionary or 
society, but he carnestly trusted that he had misunderstood what had 
been said, and that it was not the notion of the noble duke that the 
strong band of Government should be used to suppress missionary ex- 
ertion, nor that of the noble earl that the missionary was to go no- 
where until preceded by the Britich trader. (Cheers.) 

The Earl of Suarrespury agrecd almost entirely with the right rev - 
prelate the (Bishop of Hereford). He had only risen, therefore, to state 
that those who had raised this fuss were a small independent body of 
men, acting under no central authority, and in no way connected with 
the great Missionary Societies of England, such as the Church Mis- 
sionary, London Missionary, Wesleyan, or Baptist societies; those 
great societies, which conducted their proceedings with so much zeal 
ind judgment, should, therefore, be exonerated from the charge which 
pee ‘dime brought against that small independent body. (Hear, 
hear. 

The subject then dropped. 





THE PROPOSED NEW PORTS IN CHINA. 

By the present mail we have intelligence from Shanghai 
of a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, and the adoption 
of areply to the request made by Sir RutTuerForp ALCOOK, 
our Minister at Peking, for the views of the various mercan- 
tile bodies as to the best ports and places of inland traffic to be 
opened up to British intercourse. The Shanghai Chamber, 
at a general meeting held on the 29th January, decided to 
recominend the opening of Wenchow, a port already known 
to us below Foochow and Ningpo-Taichow, about one hun- 
dred miles distant. To the North, with a view of develop- 
ing Manchuria, the port of Ta-ku-shan is recommended, aud 
the Chamber thus notices the port :— 

“‘Ta-ku shan, the Chamber is informed, is a convenient channel for 
the trade of Corea, and part of Manchuria, and if opened to foreign 
vessels would facilitate the trausport to various inland markets of mer- 
chandise, which at present has to follow circnitous routes, ria New- 
chwang. It possesses, moreover, an independent trade of its own in 
pulse and other products, second only to that of Newchwang, and both 
cotton and woollen fabrics of foreign manufacture are imported, as 
well as Nankeen cloths, opium, and metals.” 

With reference to the ports on the Yangtze the Chamber 

reports :— 
% The Chamber therefore learns with great satisfaction that it is in 
contemplation to establish certain subsidiary ports on the Yangtze as 
landing places for cargo and passengers. ‘The city of Ngan king, 
though not known to be a centre of great trade, is the only town on 
the left bank of the river between Kiukiang and Chinkiang, and 
being moreover the capital of a province, it will doubtless be a con- 
venience to the Imperial Government to make it a place of call for 
s{camers. 

Wu-hu, an outlet for the Frchow Tea districts, and connected by 
good water communication with a large and important tract of country, 


needs nothing more to recommend it as one of the proposed experi- 
mental ports on the river.’ 


Ta-tuug is known to be a feeder for a large extent of country on the 


to taunt a man who took his own life in his hand in encounter- south bank of the river, and it also enjoys the peculiar advantage of 
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commanding a navigable river or canal on the north bank. It is thus 
well situated for a landing place whence foreign goods would he for- 
warded into the interior. There are also some silk districts in the 
neighbourhood. Ifa choice were necessary Ta-tung might have the 
preference over Wu-bu, but as it is proposed to open both in the 
manner suggested, the Chamber can only express its entire concurrence 
in the wisdom of the step. 

The Chamber would propose, in addition, that some port be opened 
on the Yangtze between Shanghai and Chinkiang, to facilitate trade 
with that populous region lying between that part of the river and the 
eea. Kiang-yin would appear to recommend iteelf from ita position at 
the union of several water-courses. 

The proposed opening of Yo-chow (on the Tungiing lake) also calls 
for the unqualified approval of the Chamber, as if it possessed no other 
merit, it is at least a stepin advance of our present out-ports, and 
one stage nearer to the only ultimate solution of all these questions, 
the opening of the whole country. <A depot 130 miles higher up the 
Yangtze than the highest point open at present is an object of no 
slight importance. It is 130 miles nearer to the great emporium of 
Szechuen, the producing districts of Hunan, and the consuming marts 
of Siangtan, Changeha, and others lying to the south of the Tungting 
lake. But it should be kept in view that Yo-chow has no pretensions 
to be itself a centre of trade. 

Intimately connected with the extension of ports of entry on the 
Great River is that of the right of navigation of the inner waters zene- 
rally. After the discussion on this subject that took place in 1866 be- 
tween this Chamber and Sir R. Alcock it is unnecessary to say that the 
Chamber and the whole community of Shanghai and other places look 
forward to the full permission of the Chinese Government to foreigners 
to travel freely, “for their pleasure or for purposes of trade, to all 
ports of the interior,” which right has been withheld from temporary 
causes ; but the Chamber is deeply disappointed to find that this free- 
dom of locomotion is only proposed to be granted under certain almost 
prohibitory restrictions. The limitation of the privilege to boats “ not 
propelled by steam ” the Chamber conceives to be fatal to the develop- 
ment of trade, which is the sole object of the revision of the Treaty.” 

The Chamber then proceeds to state a conviction that 
nothing short of the complete “opening up of China,” in its 
dength and breadth, will give satisfaction to foreigners ; com- 
plete freedom of intercourse being the best security against 
lawlessness. This is completely in accordance with our own 
views. We have been scraping at the outer shell of China 
long enough, and we hail with considerable satisfaction the 
views thus enunciated by the merchants of Shanghai as the 
only sure footing on which we can take our stand. The open- 
ing of ports with expensive Consulates and mercantile estab- 
lishments we have had enough of. As to the inland wants 
the Chamber adds :— 


The Chamber would firet point attention to the vast productive and 
commercial region of Szechuen, from which foreign trade is almost 
entirely cut off. In the order of importance among the trading towns 
on the banks of the upper Yangtze, Chung-king stands pre-eminent as 
an enormous distributing centre. Situated in the heart of a rich 
country, at a distance of 720 miles from our present most inland sta- 
tion, Hankow, and commanding the commercial channels from Kwei- 
chow, Yunnan, and Kansuh, it circulates in every direction foreign 
gooda of various kinds—silver, gold, copper, tin, lead, coal, wax, silk, 
and hemp—and is a purely commercial town, containing half a mil- 

ion of people. The opening of such a mart as that to foreign trade, 
would, in the opinion of the Chamber, create a demand for English 
Manufactures which would amply repay any trouble, risk, or expense 
entailed on the Government in making it a port of trade. 

Following the downward course of the Great River, and passing over 
the minor commercial stations of Wan (hien), Kwei-chow, and several 
others, about which little definite information is to be obtained, the 
next important place is I-chang, 360 miles from Hankow. The present 
commercial importance of I-chang is inconsiderable, the trading centre 
being Sha-sz, 76 miles lower down the river; yet as the highest point 
on the Great River to which the large steamers now running on the 
river could reach, it should be opened provisionally to foreign trade, 
that is until some more convenient station was found. All authorities 
seem to agree as to the navigability of the river up to I-chang; and 
all equally agree on the impossibility of any steamer, unless built 
specially for the work, ascending the rapids between I-chang and 
Chun-king ; but the practicability of overcoming these obatacles by 
mechanical contrivances must necessarily be left for future investi- 

tion. 
eee the Yangtze there is another very important water route 
which the Chamber would point out, leading through the. rich pro- 
vince of Hunan and to districts productive ot Tea, Coal, Iron, Timber, 
Corn and Oil. The Seng river, running through the Tungting lake, is 
gaid to be navigable by steamers for 300 miles from Yohchow. The 
town of Siang- tan on this river is well known as a vast emporium of 
trade, and a distributing centre for foreign manufactured goods. This 
town is one which the Chamber would urge should be selected as a 
depot for foreign trade, probationally, for the Chamber is informed 
that the irregular barrier levies which are so prohibitory to foreign 
trade in other districts do not prevail there, and therefore the advan- 
tages to be derived from the opening of the port would be almost con- 
fined to the substitution of steam conveyance for that of native boats. 

The next important line of water communication is the river Han, 
which forms the main channel of a large portion of Honan, Shensi, 
and Hupeh. ‘I'he emporia of Fan-ching, adjoining the city of Seang- 
yang, nearly 400 miles above Hankow, and Laon-ho-kow, fifty miles 
higher up, are described by travellers as very extensive, and the boat 
traffic generally on the Han is very great. It is a remarkable fact 
that few foreign goods find their way from Hankow up the river Han, 
bat the Chamber is not in a position to furnish an explanation of this 
circumstance. With regard to the commercial capacities of this route, 
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as well as the Upper Yangize and the river Seng, the Chamber feels 
that more accurate information is needed before any final decision is 
taken. For this purpose it would seem that a commission to examine 
and report on these subjects would render a very valuable service. 
The navigation by small steamers of the channels of the Poyang 
lake has been go fully treated of in the memorial addressed to hig Ex- 
cellency by the merchants at Kiukiang, dated 2nd July, 1867, that 
this Chamber has only to add its own opinion to that of the community 
of Kiukiang in Tivour of the opening of the routes to Woochin, Shuy 
Hung and other places where steam can be effectively introduced. 
The port of Kiukiang would be a convement point from which super- 


vision over the movements of foreign vessels in the Poyang lake could 
be maintained. 

Which of the ports and places thus enumerated would be classed 
among the new ports of entry or registry, and which would be con- 
sidered as subfidiary to some larger centre, would be decided according 
to the exigencies of each case. The Chamber is of opinion that Con- 
sular and Customs’ establishments would only be required at a few of 
the principal places on the river ; that the inner waters, mors strictly 
so called, might be traversed by foreign steamers taking their depar- 
ture from a Consular port. 

But perhaps the most important question of all is the Transit Dues, and 
while referring to the remarks of the Chamber in the Memorial of 1867 
on the subject, it may be well to reiterate that the principle on which 
this should be decided is, that the 2} percent., or whatever charge 
may ve agreed upon, to be charged in the shape of Transit Dues, shall 
not be paid into the Imperial Treasury, but shall be handed over to the 
provincial autnorities’ These latter are held responsible for the due 
administeration’ of their governments, and must raise a revenue. 
And in cases where goods pass through more than one province, a 
method of dividing the amount of duty between the different 
authorities represented might be devised. 


It was proposed to insert a paragraph suggesting the 
formation of a guarantee fund out of the transit dnes and 
other sources, which should be available for the settlement of 
just claims against the Chinese Government; but this was 
wisely overruled. It would been have treated by Sir RurHEr- 
ForD in his well-known contemptuous and antagonistic 
manner. 

The Chamber also points out the urgent need of developing 
the coal mines of China by the introduction of European 
skill and machinery. There is plenty of good coal in the 
valleys of the Yangtze and in the neighbourhood of Peking, 
and we hope that the efforts of Mr. HENDERSON and others in 
this direction will soon have a practical reward. We also 
trust that all these suggestions will be received by Sir 
RuTHERFORD ALcock in a different spirit to that in which 
he treated the last representations of the mercantile bodies. 
Sir RutuerForp’s reply on that occasion, dated 17th Feb., 
can only be characterised as a tirade of arrogance, totally 
unbecoming in the representative of Her Masrsry. Lest 
our readers should doubt the necessity for such strong lan- 
guage, we extract from the letter the following, which will 
convince the most forbearing and charitable. To ask the 
opinions of merchants and acknowledge them in such a 
style must be condemned, even by the Foreign-office itself. 
It is not the rule of English officialism to be in despatches 
cynical and insulting. 

Extract from Sir R. Avcock’s despatch, Feb. 17, 1868. 

“ Apart from the criminative matter, these memorials 
“demand, with little variation, the reduction of Custom-house 
“ vigilance, exception from restriction and surveillance, toge- 
“ther with the better administration of the law in cases of 
“ litigation, either with the customs or the natives, constitute 
“the burden of the whole. . . . Unless the mercantile 
“community, therefore, be perfectly clean-handed in the 
“ matter of Custom-house frauds and violation of treaty stipu- 
“ Jations, their representatives would probably have done 
“‘ better for their interest had they dealt more sparingly in 
“ charges of bad faith. The tone of virtuous indignation in 
“‘ which such acts are condemned would of course be just as 
“‘ applicable to foreigners as Chinese, upon conviction. Such 
“arms as these when employed against foreign CGovern- 
“ ments, however immaculate the assailants, are seldom 
“without a dangerous recoil, however safely they may be 
“used against their own. And whether the objects sought 
‘be claimed as concessions, or demanded as treaty rights, a 
“ flourish of weapons of any kind hardly seems the best mode 
“ of preparing the way for successful negotiation.” 





At the commencement of February, 1569, the extent pierced on the 
great Mont Cenis tunnel was as follows:—On the Bardonniche side, 
6,015 yards; on the Modane side, 4.2°S yards; total, 10,303 yards. 
At the commenceinent of January, 1869, the total distance pierced 
was 10,184 yards, so that the progress made in January amounted to 
119 yards, of which 55 yards related to the Bardonntche side and 
64 yards to the Modane side. At the commencement of February the 
distance still remaining to be pierced was 3,317 yards, gv that at the 
present rate of progress the tunnel will not be completed before the 
autumn of 1872.

THE ARMY ESTIMATES AND COLONIAL GAR- 
RISONS. 

Tue debate on the Army Estimates, which took place in 
the House of Commons on the 11th instant, possessed several 
points of interest for our readers. We must allude in the 
first place to a Parliamentary paper recently issued, showing 
separately the amounts included in the Army Estimates 
which refer to the colonies—ie. the relative cost of the 
various colonial garrisons, and the amounts to be recovered 
in the way of payment for them. The total amount to be 
expended under these heads is £2,589,886, and the aggre- 
gate of the military contributions levied on the several colo- 
nies is only £352,000, by which it would appear that a pa- 
ternal Government contributes nearly two millions aud a 
quarter towards the maintenance of forces to protect its 
dependencies. This looks on the whole tolerably liberal, but 
the illusion as usual fades on a closer examination. Many 
of the colonies that require the heaviest outlay return abso- 
lutely nothing, while one or two of those least able to bear it 
are saddled with a heavy contribution. Ceylon, against an 
expenditure of £150,801, repays no less than £160,000, 
showing an excess of nearly £10,000, manifestly an unjust 
taxation, even if we grant that the troops are maintained 
there for the exclusive benefit of the colonists, and not for 
Imperial purposes or convenience. The Straits Settlements, 
out of an expenditure of £87,115, repay £59,300, or 
nearly 70 per cent.—a high ratio when we come to con- 
sider that in this important and central position the troops 
are required (to say the least) quite as much for Imperial 
as for Colonial needs. Hong Kong figures as usual for 
a contribution of £20,000, but this year there is no 
per contra item showing the cost of its garrison; it is 
“lumped” with China and Japan in a grand total of 
£182,595. We can hardly wonder at the return from Gib- 
raltar, the West Coast of Africa, and St. Helena being put 
down as nil ; but then Canada and the West Indies are also 
exempt, and they should surely be as well able to pay some- 
thing as Hong Kong. The vast and wealthy Australian terri- 
tory, which demands a military expenditure of £143,560, 
returns to the national exchequer only £44,000, or 30 per 
cent., against 70 per cent. repaid by the Straits Settlements 
and over 100 per cent. by Ceylon. And it is whispered that 
in a future budget Hong Kong may experience the blessings 
of a Liberal Government in the shape of an increase on the 
present tax ! 

We must own our surprise at the inactivity at the present 
time of such bodies asthe Ceylon League, the Straits Settle- 
ments and Hong Kong Associations. During the debate 
above alluded to not one member was found to call attention 
to the unjust distribution of these colonial military contribu- 
tions, although Mr. CaRpWELL’s statement on the point was 
so careless and inaccurate as to invite criticism. One valuable 
admission he certainly made, in saying, “ There is the widest 
“distinction between those colonies that are occupied for 
“the purposes of colonisation and those maritime ports 
“ which are occupied for Imperial objects as stations for our 
“ fleets. We therefore deduct all the expenditure for Gibraltar, 
“ Malta, Bermuda, Halifax, and the China Station,” &c., &c. 
Now, in the Parliamentary paper before us, Hong Kong (as we 
have already said) does not appear separately, but is included 
in “ China and Japan,” and Mr. CarpWELL in his statement in- 
cludes that station as one maintained “ for Imperial purposes,” 
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and therefore returning nothing to the Exchequer ; yet in the 
schedule of colonial contributions Hong Kong does appear 
separately for the usual sum of £20,000. Is this either just 
or consistent? Nor was this Mr. CaRDWELL’s only mis- 
statement, though the others are of less interest to ourselves. 
For instance, he included Malta as one of the non-contri- 
buting stations, whereas it is down in the same schedule for 
£6,200. In his reply to the very lenient criticisms called 
forth by his statement, Mr. CARDWELL took occasion to re- 
mark that—“In the Straits Settlement the number of 
“troops proposed to be maintained was 1,722, as against 
1,609 for last year, and in China 2,266, against 2,685 for 
“Jast year. He had been particularly desirous of reducing 
“ the force in Hong Kong, in consequence of the unhealthi- 
“ness of the climate and the expense of lodging the troops. 
“ The changes that had been effected in the force stationed 
“at that place and at Ceylon and at Galle would result in a 
“ considerable reduction of expenditure, and in an improved 
“ distribution of the troops.” If there is to be a dimi- 
nution in the number of troops and in the expense 
of their maintenance, why not in the Colonial contribu- 
tions also? Although, as far as Hong Kong is concerned, 
nothing will convince us that that unhappily overburdened 
barren bit of rock ought to contribute anything at all. The 
garrison there is simply the nucleus of a force kept up in 
China and Japan for Imperial purposes, and to protect the 
China trade generally ; and if there must be some return 
made to the national exchequer towards the cost of main- 
taining it,a small tax on the trade itself—in the shape of a 
slightly increased duty on some articles of China or Japan 
produce—wouid be far more in accordance with justice than 
“ squeezing ” the Hong Kong community, although such a 
measure as wo have hinted at would hardly be a popular one. 





THE MISSIONARY QUESTION. 

Tue Yangchow affair has been pretty fully discussed in the 
House of Lords, and the debate—which we give, without 
abbreviation or condensation, in the usual place—has elicited 
fresh comments from most of the leading journals. No new 
facts bave been brought to light, but Parliament and the 
home press have at last become aware that Mr. TaYLon 
and his party were not attached to any of the leading 
societies, but formed a sort of irregular, wandering mis- 
sion, carrying on a guerilla warfare—if we may be allowed 
the expression — on their own account, against Chinese 
idolatry ; a fact fully explained by ourselves some two months 
ago. The Duke of Somerset, who opened the debate, 
based his clever and humorous speech on an entire miscon- 
ception in this respect, for he laid .all the blame on .the 
London Missionary Society. Lord CLARENDON contented 
himself with thanking his noble friend for introducing the 
subject, and recapitulating the instructions he had sent out 
as a guide to the British authorities in the event of simi- 
lar emergencies again arising ; he also said a good word 
for the Society in question, but fuiled to point out the 
Duke’s cardinal mistake. The Bishop of St. Davin’s, in a 
speech of great moderation, deprecated the Duke of SumErR- 
SETS severe strictures on missionaries in general, but freely 
acknowledged that the proceedings of the Yangchow mis- 
sion were not at all calculated to promote the interests of 
Christianity. The Bishop of HergrorpD, on the other hand, 
rebuked Lord CLareNpon for his dictum that “ missionaries 
should follow in the wake of trade,” and asked whether 
the influence of opium was hkely to be a good preliminary 
to the preaching of the Gospel? An awkward ques- 
tion, to which the right reverend prelate got no reply. 
Earl Grey owned his admiration for the zeal which 
actuated missionaries who courted danger in the exercise 
of their vocation, but pointed out that the true course 
would be to treat all British subjects alike in the matter of 
protection ; let them have its fullest benefit so long as 
they were content to remain within proper limits, and 
pursue their avocations in a peaceful and inoffensive 
manner; but when they carry on their operations—whether 
as missionaries, merchants, adventurers, or smugglers—in 
remote places, and in a manner calculated to provoke hos- 
tility, they should no longer be entitled to protection. It 
was reserved for Lord SmarresBuRY to state that those who 
had raised this fuss were a small independent body of men, 
acting under no central authority, and in no way connected 
with the great Missionary Societies of Eugland, such as the 
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Church Missionary, London Missionary, Wesleyan, or Baptist 
“Societies. And there the discussion ended. 

We notice that the China press regards with marked dis- 
‘favour the tone of the home journals with regard to this affair. 
“This is doubtless very natural. The local papers look on the 
Yangchow affair, not as an isolated case to be judged on its 
own merits, but as one of a long series of outrages that should 
be punished simply as an outrage against British subjects, 
without much reference to its individual peculiarities. In 
this view we cannot altogether agree, and we will briefly ex- 
plain why, lest to some readers our unsparing condemnation 
of the BuRLINGHAME sham may be thought inconsistent with 
our objection to the use of the strong arm in such cases as 
that of the Yangchow Mission. In the first instance 


‘the Central Government should be held responsible for 


all injury to British life or property that may occur in 
any part of the Empire, provided always that the parties 
aggrieved have not wilfully placed themselves beyond the 
pale of British protection. As regards the immediate mea- 
sures necessary for preserving life or property in a sudden 
emergency, of course no time should be Jost, but such mea- 
sures should be as fur as possible only precautionary or pre- 
ventive. Subsequent claims for redress or indemnity should 
be made at Peking; if they cannot be obtained without 
pressure, let such pressure be applied at headquarters. But 
should the Central Government avow itself incapable of 
punishing the offenders, and invoke the aid of our forces, 
or should they authorise our authorities themselves 
to use the necessary coercion, then indeed the wltima 
' ratio may be brought to bear upon local or provincial au- 
thorities withuut any compunction. Exceptional cases will 
sometimes arise ; the recent events in Formosa, fur instance, 
must be regarded in a very different light from those happen- 
ing in a central province of the Empire ; but, as a rule, we 
believe the course we have described to be the most 
equitable and likely to be most beneficial in the end. 
Firmness, by all means, but the less force the better. 
To the missionaries we would suggest patience and mo- 
deration. Those belonging to the leading English societies 
or the American Episcopal Mission require no such 
counsel ; they have always been discreet. But others, 
whose zeal is apt to outrun their discretion, should bear in 
mind that they cannot reasonably expect an ignorant Chinese 
mob to listen meekly to vehement condemnations of all they 
‘reverence. It would involve a total, and indeed impossible, 
change in their nature—a miracle such as all the gunboats 
in China would fail to work. And although we may see the 
absurdity of such sayings as that “every missionary requires 
-@ gunboat at his back,” the Chinese, when they find any 
misunderstanding with-missionaries so promptly followed by 
the appearance of guaboats, are not unlikely to conclude that 
Christianity is, after all, a religion of fire and sword, and to re- 
ceive the advances of its ministers with less favour than ever. 








PROGRESS OF TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION. 

WE recently announced the formation of a company for 
the construction of a direct line of telegraph to India ; di. 
rect, that is, in the fullest sense of the term, by avoiding all 
contact with the Continent of Europe. The prospectus of 
this company was expected to appear almost simultaneously 
with that of the Bririsn INDIAN Company, but was for some 
reason delayed, and we then touk occasion to regret the post- 
ponement of an enterprise which we had consistently sup- 
ported, from its inception, as being calculated to afford incom- 
parably the best and most efficient method of establishing a 
satisfactory communication with India, and ultimately with 
the Straits, China, and Japan. This company (the Direct 
EnauisH, INDIAN, AND AUSTRALIAN SUBMARINE 'T'ELEGRAPH) 
has now laid its scheme befure the public—a scheme which 
is as promising from a commercial as it is interesting from a 
scientific point of view. There has of late been a good deal 
of talk about a new description of cable invented by Mr. 
Var.ey, which was asserted to be only a fraction of the 
weight of the (now) old-fashioned irou-wire cable, and far 
cheaper. Mr. VaRLEY has now brought his invention to 
perfection ; his improved cable has been severely tested by 
Sir WILLIAM THOMPSON, one of the first electricians of the 
day. ; has been pronounced by him to be in all respects satis- 
factory, indeed far superior to any other form of wire; and it 
has been accordivgly adopted, with all confidence, by the pro- 
jectors of the newline. So cheap is it that the India-rubber 
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Gutta-percha, and Telegraph Works Company have con- 
tracted to lay the first section of it—that between Suez and 
Bombay—for £606,800, while the corresponding section of 
the British Indian Company is to cost nearly twice that sum, 
The portion on this side of the Isthmus—from England, via 
Gibraltar aud Malta, to Alexandria—will be proceeded with 
afterwards. The electricians are confident that the cable will 
transmit messages at a minimum speed of ten words a-minute ; 
and when the line is completed messages between England and 
India can be delivered within an hour, quite independent of 
any complications that may arise on the Continent of Europe, 

Another peculiarity of this undertaking is that the light- 
ness of the cable, and consequent rapidity of construction, 
will give it several months’ start of the British Indian, and 
if all goes well it may be laid and in working order while 
the heavy cable of the latter company is still coiled in the 
tanks of the Great Eastern. In short, the success of the 
lighter and cheaper cable, once established, will work a com- 
plete revolution in ocean telegraphy, not only by facilitating 
the laying of new lines, but by causing a sensible diminution 
in the charge for transmitting messages. The Times, in no- 
ticing the new project, says its apparent identity with the 
British Indian is perplexing, and the rivalry wasteful and 
useless. Were it proposed to lay a second heavy iron-covered 
cable by the same route, side by ‘side with the first, this 
might be true ; but the circumstances are entirely different. 
The “rivalry,” far from being foolish and wasteful, is intelli- 
gent and beneficial ; it is the cheap and expeditious method 
versus the slow and dear; the direct sea route against that 
across the Continent, and therefore subject to interruption. 
In July last we blamed the projectors of a new Red Sea 
Cable for waiting for Government aid, and wrote :—‘“ If they 
“ would only be content, once for all, to abandon the idea of 
“a Government guarantee, and boldly launch their scheme 
“on its own merits, they could not fail to meet with a satis- 
“factory response.” The prediction has been fully verified by 
one company, and now here is a second in the field, with 
every chance of equal, if not greater success. We fully be- 
lieve there is work for both ; at any rate, between the two 
we are tolerably sure of having an efficient line in the course 
of another year. 

It is badly wanted. The old Indian lines, which had been 
on their best behaviour for a brief period, are playing worse 
tricks than ever. Some messages take a fortnight in trans- 
mission, some come mutilated beyond possibility of recogni- 
tion, and others are never beard of at all. The late com- 
mercial telegrams from China have taken from nine to twelve 
days in transmission from Galle. The Northern China ports 
and Japan have a resource in Grant's line, which is working 
admirably. We are now receiving messages from Shanghai 
by this route in eighteen days,a much quicker rate than 
can be attained by way of Galle,even under the most favour- 
able circumstances. 

This is already a somewhat discursive article, but the sub- 
ject of China telegrams leads us to ask, how is it that the 
China merchants themselves do not think it worth while to 
co-operate with the efforts that are being made in this country 
towards the extension of telegraphs to the Eustward? Joint- 
stock enterprise has sustained some reverses in China, as 
elsewhere ; but, on the whole, has been successful. In three 
of the most legitimate branches—banking, insurance, and 
steam navigation—undoubted triumphs have been achieved, 
as evidence of which we need hardly point to the present posi- 
tion of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, the North China 
Insurance, and the Shanghai Steam Companies. Why should 
not a telegraph company, to commence by laying a cable 
from Galle to Hong Kong, via the Straits, be added to the 
list? Everything points to the feasibility of such a scheme, 
and we are confident that if boldly launched success would 
be a matter of certainty. No Great Hastern is required now. 
Mr. Vartey’s light, slender cable could be conveyed out, 
and laid, by a couple of vessels of very moderate size ; the 
needful amount of capital, which by the old method would 
have necessarily presented a formidable array of figures, 
would be diminished by one-half; and there would also 
be a great saving of time—which is money. The money 
“ dropped” in one season on ill-judged speculative ship- 
ments of tea would more than sufiice for it ; a consideration 
which we commend to the attention of our readers at Hong 
Kong and the tea-shipping ports. A considerable proportion 
of the capital could no doubt be raised in Singapore also. 
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THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

Awone the difficulties in the way of the adoption of the 
Brindisi route for tfie mails, that of French reluctance and 
passive opposition need no longer be considered, for there is 
little doubt that if obstacles be thrown in the way of the 
Mont Cenis line, an equally advantageous route may be found 
across the Brenner. In this way the service will be from 
Ostend, through Belgium and Germany, without tonching 
French territory at all; and here no jealous interference 
need be feared. Both the Governments and the railway 
companies of those countries are eager to encourage the 
adoption of this route. Ata preliminary conference, held at 
Stuttgart in December (which we have already noticed), 
representatives were present from the Austrian Southern 
Railway Company, the Bavarian State Railway, the Wurtem- 
berg State Railway, the Baden State Railway, the Rhenish 
Company, and the Belgian State Railway. The feasibility of 
the plan was demonstrated with so much success that a 
committee of delegates was appointed to confer with 
the Italian Government and the Italian railway com- 
panies, and ‘the result is considered so satisfactory that a 
final conference is now to take place on the 15th of April, 
at Florence, to settle the details of the plan. At this con- 
gress no less than seventeen railways will be represented, and 
they are confident that their terms will be found so favour- 
able that the Euglish Government will not hesitate to accept 
them. The saving of time between London and Alexandria 
will, it is understood, be not less than three days and three 
nights each way, over the present route via Marseilles. As 
for Brindisi itself, the place seems to be at last waking up 
from its long sleep. In another column we publish an in- 
teresting letter, describing the progress lately made with the 
harbour, improvements in hotel accommodation, and other 
movements in the right direction. Sir Joun Lawrence, the 
Duke of SuTHERLAND, and other persons of distinction have 
lately adopted this route, and it seems to be fust growing in 
public favour. 


Tuene is great and very just discontent at Singapore regard- 
ing the working of the P. and O. mail service. The rule that 
the homeward steamer shall remain only twenty-four hours 
at that port is frequently a cause of very great inconvenience 
to the merchants there, and this fact was forcibly brought to 
the notice of the late Postmaster-General by the Chamber of 
Commerce, but their representation was received with scant 
courtesy, and proved unavailing. It was the Duke of Moy- 
TROSE who was applied to for a relaxation of the rule, and who 
so rudely refused ; we cannot suppose that the directors of 
the P. and O. Company, if left free to act, would perpetuate 
so needless a restriction. The time lost by a slightly pro- 
longed delay at Singapore might be easily made up afterwards, 
and in cases where the steamer reaches Singapore before her 
due date (which not unfrequently happens), the strict adher- 
ence to the obnoxious limit is simply senseless. We trust 
that a renewed appeal to the present Postmaster-General will 
have a more satisfactory result. 


WE hear from Osaka that the mint machinery purchased 
by the Japanese from the Hong Kong Government for 
seventy thousand dollars is now being erected, but is not 
expected to be in working order for another year. We wish 
we could see the Chinese Government taking similar steps 
to supply the want so greatly felt of an uniform system of 
currency for the whole Empire, even though the chance of 
immediate success would be perhaps but small. The new 
college at Peking we hear is already pronounced a failure, 
and it is by no means unlikely that many of the first efforts 
made in the way of progress may be similarly doomed to 
disappointment. But that is no reason why we should 
despair of ultimately introducing into China many of the 
germs of civilisation that are so eagerly welcomed in Japan, 
notwithstanding the transparent hostility of Mr. Burtine- 
HAME to all Western innovations. 





Mr. Caitpers, in his explanatory statement of the Navy 
Estimates on the 8th inst., announced a reduction of the 
squadron in China waters from thirty-four to twenty-five 
ships, but did not specify in what class of vessels the change 
would consist. Colonel Sykes cordially approved, but Sir J. 
ELpuinsTone deprecated so large a diminution of the force, as 
it would admit of an increase of piracy, and entail a far 
heavier expenditure in the end. The proposed reduction 
will nevertheless be carried out. 
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THE inaugural dinner of the Colonial Society was given 
on the 14th inst. at Williss Rooms, Viscount Bury in 
the chair, There were a great many “ distinguished ” guests, 
including Mr. Reverpy Jousson, Mr. Giapstong, the Coto- 
NIAL SECRETARY, and several other Ministers, with about two 
hundred gentlemen connected with, or supposed to be inter- 
ested in, the Colonies. After ** The QuEEN and Royal Family,” 
the first toast was “ The United States of America,” to which 
Mr. Reverpy Jonson replied in one of his usual flattering 
speeches. The Premier acknowledged the toast of “Her 
Majesty’s Ministers,” aud proposed Success to the Colonial 
Suciety,” to which the CLairman replied. Lord GranvILLE 
spoke for the British Colonies generally ; Sir Geonce Car- 
TIER for Canada; Sir BartLe Frere for India, and Sir C. 
Nicuo.son for Australia. No one said a word on behalf of 
Hong Kong, the Straits Settlements, or Ceylon, and in fact 
duriug the whole proceedings there was not the remotest al- 
lusion to any of our Colonies in the Far East ; for which rea- 
son we consider it unnecessary to devote any space to a 
lengthened report of the speeches. The Suciety will in no 
respect supersede the independent Associations already formed 
to represent the varions Eastern colonies. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hambura, March 12. 

In one of my last letters I informed your readers that the case of 
the Bremen ship Lesmona, captured by Chinese pirates as the crew 
refused to offer any resistance, had caused a great sensation in Gex- 
many. Count von Bismark, as Chancellor of the North German Con- 
federation, has now taken action in the matter, and addressed a circular 
to the Governments of the Federal Maritime States, calling their atten- 
tion to the subject, and inviting them to furnish him with suggestions 
how such a disgrace to the flag and loss to shipowners and under- 
writers can best be prevented in future. As it has been shown that 
the chief reason assigned by the German sailors for not defending the 
ship and the honour of their flag was the uncertainty about their fatare 
existence if maimed, and of their families if killed, the Count hag 
further directed his diplomatic representatives in the other maritime 
States, more especially in England and the United States. to report to 
him how such things are managed in other countries. The Senate of 
Bremen has already replied to the inquiries made by stating that 
several of the shipowners of that city, whose vessels are engaged in 
the carrying trade in the Far East, have armed theirvesscls at their 
own cost, and organised such a system of defence as to be able to give 
the piratical junkg a warm reception if the crew, who have been 
trained to the guns, have only the courage to stand by them and de- 
fend themselves resolutely. In order, however, to achieve this ob- 
ject it would be needful to make some general regulations on the eub- 
ject. As every German is now obliged to serve fura certain time in 
the army or navy, it is thercforo proposed tu consider such a delence of 
the national flag from an attack by pirates as a service done to the 
State, and recognised as an act of warfare, which should not only be 
rewarded by a certain pecuniary compensition, in accordance with the 
greater or lesser danger to which the sailors were exposed—to be 
awarded by a jury of Gerinans, presided over and impanelled by the 
Consul—bnt that such effective resistance be considered as a year of 
active service in the navy, entitling them. if wounded or disabled, to 
the same compensation or pension, and a suitable provision made for 
their widows and children, if killed in the act of de!ending their ship. 
This suggestion has been well received at Lerlin, and will probably 
be acted on. 

COMMERCIAL. 

In Tea there is no alteration to notive; there isa fair demand, and 
about §00 chests of Congou, Souchong, and Pecco, with a few parcels 
of green, have changed hands this week. The two cargoes direct from 
China are not yet in the market. Rice quiet; the cargo from Bang- 
kok, reported below, was sold before arrival. Cassia continues im 
favour at 13} sch. beo. Pepper rising, some parcels of black Singa- 
pore having been sold at 4 9-16ths to 48 ech. beo. Refined Camphor 
is higher, 10,000 Ibs. were taken at 17 sch. bco., and now none is to 
be had under 18. More business has been done in Spelter at rising 
prices; among the transactions of the past week were 1,500 centners 
for spring delivery, at 14 mks. 6 sch. bheo., 2,500 ditto loco, at 14.8, 
1,000 do. W.H. loco, at 14.14, and 5,100 do. for spring delivery at 14.8. 
The present quotations are 14.10 for loco, and 14.8 for delivery, and 
the market is firm.

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HOLLAND. 
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(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, March 9. 


The members of the Second Chamber of the States General have 
at last dealt with the Bill to alter the conditions of the concession 
granted to construct a railway from Samarang, via Souracarta, to 
Djoejocarta. Ina former letter I told you that the original capital of 
the Netherlands India Railway Company had proved insufficient, and 
that a further sum of three million guilders was wanted. There was 
no chance of this surplus capital being obtained from the public, the 
company having failed in an endeavour to raise the original capital. 
The Government, therefore, being convinced of the necessity of assist- 
ing the company, proposes to increase the guaranteed interest from 
630,.000F. to 765,000f., to enable the company not only to complete the 
main line, but also the branches to Willem, and hetween Batavia and 
Buitenzorg. Several members, both [Liberal and Conservative, took 
part in the discussions, and it was clearly evident that they all wished 
to bring the matter to a satisfactory conclusion. Most of the speakers, 
however, declared themeelves against the proposal to increase the 
guarantecd interest, and thonght it more desirable that the Govern- 
ment should advance a sum of five million guilders, at an in- 
terest of 4} per cent., rather than inercase the guarantee, which 
measure had not proved serviceable to the company. Messra. 
Mirandolle and Viruly Verbrugge were the only members who de- 
fended the Bill as proposed by the Government, and they refuted 
several of the complaints made against the company, as well as against. 
the proposed measure. Mr. Rochussen also urged that the State should 
asaiat the company by increasing the guarantee. The Bill was sup- 
ported by the Ministers of the Colonial and Financial Departments, 
who, while acknowledging that the company had made some miacalcu- 
lations, proved that circumstances made it mecessa:'y to assist the 
company, because should it become bankrupt—and this could not fail 
to be the case if the Bill was thrown out—the State would be com- 
pelled to construct the railway at the public expense. One of the 
members of the Liberal party, M. Fokker, then said that to prevent 
the Bill being outvoted—which would make a very bid impression in 
India—hke would propose a motion to abandon the question of a line 
from Batavia to Buitenzorg, and to advance a sum of five millions to 
the Netherlands India Railway Company especially, for the completion 
of the line from Samarang to Djozjo. This motion came under dis- 
cussion in yesterday's sitting, and found no defenders, being finally 
outvoted by 52 against 11 votes. Thereupon the debate upon the ori- 
ey measure was resumed with a masterly speech from Mr. van de 

ttein favour of the Bill, which was ultimately carried in its original 
orm. 


Some days ago a treaty was concluded between Holland and Austria 
fto decrease the postage on letters by the mail to India. It would be 
more desirable if our Government did something to promote the adop- 
tion of the route via Brindisi. 


The Conservative paper Het Dagblad published some days ago an 
item of news, which the Editor himeelf believes to be a canard, but 
which has, nevertheless, been received from an authentic source. Ac- 
cording to this entre filet the Minister of the Colonial Department has 
forwarded to the Council of State a Bill authorising the Governor- 
General of Netherlands India to lease ground at quit rents, which 
ground, after a certain period has clapeed, will become the exclusive 
property of the tenants. The Liberal papera do not say, up to this 
Moment, one word about this communication. 

The Huet scandal has not yet come to an end. I told you that he 
took passage by the mail (Messageries Lmperiales), as a functionary of 
the Government, and that his passage money was, according to a con- 
tract between the Government and the Meseageries Imperiales, largely 
decreased. The company has, however, arrived at the conviction that 
Mr. Huet was not a functionary of the State at all, and the amount de- 
ducted is now reclaimed. The Chamber of Accounts declines to allow 
the claim, so that either Mr. Huet or his protector, the former Minister 
of the Colonial department, Mr. Hassclman, will be obliged to pay. 


The appointment of General Kroegen ag Commander-in-Chief of the 
Netherlands India army is greeted enthusiastically by the press, and 
especially by the Conservative journals, the Nieuwe Arnhemache Courant 
stating that this is the most lucky appointment made of late. Heun- 
dertakes a heavy charge, but no one has more ability for the task. 

There have been several Royal decrees issued of importance for the 
Far East. The Netherlands Consul at Kanagawais, now that the harbour 
of Yedo is opened, appointed Consul also in the last-named place, Mr.

D. Bauduin, A. W. P. Kup, and P. F. Hubrecht, in their 
capacity as managers of the Rotterdam Bank, issued on the 12th inst. 
a circular to enable the shareholders to judge of the present condition 
of the Bank. According to this report the balance for 188 shows a 
Geficit of only f.156,551.12. This improvement—you'will remember that 
the loss amounted to f.337,629.83 in Junc last—is due tothe favourable 
results obtained by the India agencies, who made a profit on behalf of 
the bank of f.128,098 504. The managers offer their thanks to these 
agents for having obtained such a result in the face of the unfavourable 
condition of business in our colonies, which is still far from satisfac 
tory, the large number of bankruptcies of China honges, the failure 
of three important firms in intimate relations with the bank, and the 
impossibility of doing business to the same extent as if the bank had 
been in a normal position. The directors further ktate that in the 
forthcoming year the amount which can be set aside from the current 
expenses may be estimated at 101,300f. They regret being compelled 
to lay before the shareholders a balance-sheet showing a deficit, and 
that they leave the bank ata moment fraught with so much uncer- 
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| tainty regarding the future. They certify, however, that the bank ig 
quite in a position to meet all its liabilities. This cireular produced, 
when first issued, a good impression ; but the day after its publication 
Messrs. F. J. Plate and A. Rueb, commissaries of the Rotterdam 
Bank, inserted in the Niewwe Rotterdam Courant an advertisement, 
stating that the report of the managers had been put in circulation 
without the knowledge or permission of the commigsaries ; that they 
do not guarantee the accuracy of the figures showing the result ob-- 
tained in 1868, because no balance has yet been struck and the Indis 
accounts have not been laid beforethem. I give you these facts with- 
out comment, and only with the assurance that the meeting of share- 
holders, on the 18th inst. will be very stormy. 

Some days ayo the case ‘‘the State of the Netherlands v E. Fran- 
cis,” ex East India functionary, was tried in the High Court.

BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN V. EASTERN FINANCIAL 
ASOCIATION. 


Lord Justice Selwyn. terminated the sittings of the Committee by 
giving judgment in the case of ‘‘The Bank of Hindustan, China, and 
Japan v. the Eastern Financial Association,” which was specially ap- 
pointed for hearing. It was an appeal from a decree of the Judges of 
the High Court of Bombay, which atfirmed a degree of a single judge 
as to a compromise accepted from a bank in liquidation. The points 
were—whether the Court below had power to sanction a compromise so 
as to bind all the contributories, and, further, whether the compromise 
was of acharacter to be accepted. 

Sir Roundell Palmer and Mr. Leith were for the appellants; Mr. 
Mellish, Q.C., and Mr. Graham Hastings represented the reapondents. 

Lord Justice Selwyn, at the close of the argument, gave the judg- 
ment of their Lordships. It was held that the Court at Bombay had 
jurisdiction to sanction a compromise of the nature entered into, and 
that it wasa proper one to be embraced by the parties in litigation. 
Her Majesty would, therefore, be advised that this appeal should be 
dismissed, with costs. 

The judgment in the case closed the sittings, and they will probably 
not be resumed until June. 





DURHAM ASSIZES. 
4 CHINA CLIPPER CAPSIZED IN SUNDERLAND DOCK.—HAY AND OTHERS 
V. THE RIVER WEAR COMMISSIONERS. 


(Before Mr. Justice Brett.) 


This action was brought by the plaintiffs to recover compensation 
for damage done to the Coral Nymph (the well-known China clipper), 
on the 22nd of January last, which capsized in No. 1 graving dock at 
Sunderland, owing, it was alleged, to defendants’ negligence. 

Mr. Manisty, Q.C., and Mr. Shields appeared for the plaintiffs ; and 
Mr. Quain, QC., and Mr. Kemplay for the defendants. 

The evidence for the plaintiffs went to show that Mr. Simpson, the 
dockmaster, took charge of docking and undocking shipe, and that he 
had been cautioned on several occasions to put sixty tons of coals, 
which had been purchased by the plaintiffs, on board, before attempt- 
ing to take the Coral Nymph out of the dock. He had, however, only 
put fourteen tons on board, and, on the water being admitted to the 
dock, the ship capsized. In cross-examination, however, it came out 
that ships were taken out and in the dock by men employed for the 

arene by either the owners of the vessel or shipwrights, and that the 
dos master merely gave a general superintendence. 

For the defendants, Mr. Simpson was called, and he stated that on 
the night previous to the accident he had told Captain Winchester, 
master of the Coral Nymph, that the coals ordered had not arrived. 
The latter said she must come out, coals or no coals, the following 
morning, and that they could steady her with the booms and the top- 
sail halyards. Fourteen tons of coals were put on board, the remainder 
of the sixty tons not having arrived. The booms, however, could not 
be got into the dock, buta rope was run out from the topsailyard to a 
block on a quay. This, however, gave way, and led, according to Mr. 
Bimpson's statement, to the ship canting. 

His Lordship having summed up, the jury returned a verdict for the 
defendants. 


THAMES POLICE-COURT. 
BEA WAGES.—THE ‘‘ GRESHAM.” 

Captain Lewis C. Brayley, the master of the Gresham, appeared 
before Mr. Paget to answer a summons taken out by James Clifford, 
a seaman, who claimed a balance of £16 10s. for services on a voyage 
from England to China. 

Mr. Young appeared for the claimant, and Mr. Pelham defended. 

The complainant shipped for £2 10a. per month, and from the wages 
bill rendered by the defendant it appeared that his services extended 
over a period of nine months and fifteen days from July 15, 1867, to 
May 1, 1868, for which the complainant was credited with £23 15s. 
The principal item under the head deductions was—“ May 3 to June 5, 
fined six days’ pay for one continued wilful disobedience, 33 days equal 
to 198 days, £15 10s.” A balance was made due to the Gresham of 
3s. 10d., and the account terminated as followa:—“ Dated at the Fort 
Foo-chow-foo this 8th day of June, 1868.” 

Mr. Young characterised the account as a disgraceful one, on which 

Mr. Pelham said that was a flight of extravagance on the part of 
his friend tbe account did not deserve, and that it entered very fully 
into particulars. 

Mr. Young then said the account was an extraordinary one, and very 
Tidiculous, and he was justified in saying so. Now what was the first 
item, ‘‘ Reduction of wages while in prison, from July 15, 1867, to 
the time of refusal of duty, May 1, 1868, nine months and fifteen 
days, at £2 10s., £28 15s.,” and then on the other side of the account 
was a charge of £15 10s. for 198 days’ pay, from May 3, to June 5. 
The man was in prison from May 1 to June 5, and he was charged six 
days’ pay for every twenty-four hours’ absence while he was in prison. 
That was illegal, and not authorised by any section of the Merchant 
Shipping Act. 

Mr. Pelham said that the complainant was brought before the British 
Consul at Foo-chowfoo and committed to prison. The Consul had the 
authority to commit to prison. The defendant had to hire four Chinese 
substitutes, at a ruinous expense, for three English sailors absent from 
the ship. The British Consul had certified on the articles that the 
complainant was left behind with his authority. 

Mr. Paget said the captain gave the seaman wages to May 1. 

Mr. Young: Yes, sir; we only claim wages to May 1. I contend 


four seamen, and then be compelled to pay this demand. The com- 
penoeue was left behind by the authority and with the sanction of the. 
onsul. 

a Paget said he had nothing to do with the Consal or the Congul’s - 
mind. 

The defendant said that he had no charge to make against the com- 
plainant until May 1, but after that he was guilty of wilful disebedi. 
ence, and in prison the greater part of the time from May 1 to June 5. 

Mr. Young: For which you charge us 198 days’ pay. 

Mr. Pelham argued that the deduction ought to be allowed. 

Mr. Paget said the defendant allowed wages until the lat of May, 
and the complainant only sued for wages up to that date. The captain 
could not repudiate his own discharge. The captain had distinctly 
told him that he had no complaint to make against the complainant 
until the lat of May. The defendant could not build up with one hand 
and pull down with the other. He would not give effect to the ingeni- 
ous arguments of the defendant's advocate. He ordered the wages 
claimed, £16 10s., to be paid, with one guinea coats. 

SEA WAGES.—THE ‘‘ POLMAISE.” 

Captain Charles Butler, the master of the ship Polmaiee, lying in 
the East India Docks, appeared before Mr. Paget, on Thursday, the 
1]th inst., to answer a cluim for wages made by James Notting, a 
seaman. Mr. Smith appeared for the complainant, Mr. Pelham for 
the defendant. 

There was only one item in the wages account disputed, a charge 
of 253. for a new boom-iron, alleged to have been lost by the negli- ~ 
gence of the complainant in the port of Shanghai. The account of the 
accident was thus set forth in the log-book, as read by Mr. Pelham :— 
‘James Notting was sent aloft with the royal studdingsail boom-irona. 
He clumsily allowed one of them to drop overboard. By his own 
statement he laid them on the top, without making them fast, put his 
foot on them, thereby heaving it out of the top. It fell, splitting the 
mainrail, and dropping in the water.” 

Mr. Smith eontended that the complainant was not liable for an ac- 
cident which happened to a seaman in the discharge of his duties any 
more than a domestic servant was liable to pay for breaking a dish, a 
plate, or a pane of glass. The principle had been settled very long 
since, and if every seaman was to be compelled to pay for every little 
thing broken or lost on a voyage there would be no seamen offer them- 
selves to man our ships. To make the seaman liable it must be shown 
there was culpable or wilful negligence. 

Mr. Pelham said the iron was of small value, but the owners of the 
ship thought the seaman ought to be made liable for the loss of the 
boom-iron, and that he had been guilty of something more than a mere 
act of clumsiness or carelessness. The owners alzo considered there 
was an important principle involved in the matter, whether seamen 
were to be continually losing, and damage done to the stores of a ship, 
without being compelled to pay for the same. The mates of ships had 
often been compelled to pay for deficiencies and loss of cargo and 
stores, and the same principle ought to be applied to common sea~ 
men. In a case heard in that court some years ago, and during the 
lifetime of his (Mr. Pelham’s) father, a magistrate had decided that a 
mate of a ship in hoisting tea into a ship, and who had been expreasly 
directed by his captain to use guy ropes to steady and swing the sus- . 
pended chests of tea in addition to the ordinary tackle, and who dis- 
obeyed the orders of the captain and lost the tea, was held liable to 
make good the loss, and the whole of his wages were forfeited. 

Mr. Paget: How was that? 

Mr. Pelham : The value of the tea lost absorbed the whole of the 
wages. In other cases of a deficiency of cargo mates had been com- 
pelled to pay for the loss. 

Mr. Smith said there was a well-known case arising out of procced- 
ings in that Court, where the mate of a ship was ordered to pay for a 
hogshead of sugar which he had entered as having been received, and 
was not to be found when the cargo was discharged. The mate was 
ordered to pay for the sugar on the ground of neglect. The hogshead 
of sugar was afterwards found at a receiving-house in Islington. It 
was stolen from the ship while under the charge of the dock autho- 
rities. 

Mr. Petham quoted several cases in support of his argument, that 
seamen should be compelled to pay for their clumsiness. 

Mr. Paget said if a groom injured a horse by accident, or a butler 
let a tray fall and broke hie master’s decanters and glasses by accident, 
he could not be made to pay for them. The loss of the boom-iron 
appeared to be an accident, and it would be unjust to make the sea- 
man liable. He ordered the wages claimed, £13 48. 7d., to be paid, 
with one guinea costs.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for Jununry have been issued close 
upon those for December. Those now published give the amount 
of imports for the year 1868, and it is satisfactory to observe the 
large increase over the preceding year, amounting to upwards of 
6 percent. The total for 1867 was £234,358,887, and for 1868, 
£249,616,302, or £15,300,000 of an increase. The year 1866 was 
about £4,000,000 larger than 1867, so that for 1868 we not only 
made an improvement over 1867, but such a substantial improve- 
ment as to place us considerably above 1866. The activity of im- 
ports in December last was remarkable, showing an improvement 
of £6,000,000 over December, 1867. The exports for January 
show a considerable improvement over those of the corresponding 
month last year, the figures being £13,621,114 for January, 1869, 
and £12,252,688 for January, 1868. The totals of cotton yarns 
and cotton manufactures exhibit a falling off. There is a decrease 
also of the “ quantity ’’ of yarn exported as compared with January, 
1868, but there is an increase in the quantity of manufactures, 
The export of woollen cloths shows a large improvement over 
January, 1868, and even over January, 1867.

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THE TEA TRADE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—As one who has been interested in the Tea Trade for upwards 
of twenty years, I beg you will allow me, in common fairness, to re- 
mark on Mr. J.C. Sillar’s letter in your issue of the 9th instant. I 
submit first that, to call discount and interest ‘‘ usury” is to ineult 
commercial understandings. The meaning of the first is an allowance 
on 8 payment made before the same is due; of the second is—a charge 
made on a payment which has been deferred until past due; that of 
the third, ‘‘usury,” is an extortionate, because excessive, rate of inte- 
rest charged on a payment not met, or on a loan. Usury is incom- 

tible with a fair and honourable business such as the tea trade is. 

resent its application to it, and question whether any trade embraces 
among its members more real gentlemen. Mfr. Sillar alludes to the 
practice of allowing 5 per cent. per annum discount on all payments 
made before prompt day. He says the buyer has no right to it. To 
prove that he has, it is but necessary to mention that three months’ 
credit, and discount allowed on prepayments, is a condition of the pur- 
chase and sale. Where is the ‘‘ usury” in this? If tea was sold for 
cash, and not at three months prompt, the seller would probably not 

t 80 much by 4d. per lb., whereas the discount on three months’ tea 

oes not amount to one-eighth of a penny on the average price of tea. 
Again, if tea was only sold for cash but few could buy, and that few 
could then rule the price, to the prejadice of the importers’ interests. 
This isa proof that the system which Mr. Sillar disapproves of is a 
positive advantage to the merchants, because it increases the number 
of buyers, and competition is so keen between these that the seller gets 
the utmost value for his tea. 

As regards the tare allowed by the merchants above that of the Cus- 
toms, that arises from the fact that the Customs’ tare is often that which 
would be considered unfair between man and man; the extra allow- 
ance brings about that end besides being some recompense for dete- 
riorated tea found between the lead and the package. 

I quite agree with you that Mr. Sillar’s statistics are useful, although 
statistics seem lately to have been disregarded by the trade; but I 
deny the validity of his charges against the buyers, and would remind 
him that in his letter he has lost sight of the fact that all favourable 
conditions of sale are taken into consideration by those who bid the 
the tea, so that the importer gets his equivalent for the same in for 
price given.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, C.B.

. THE SALT PROHIBITION. 
Mr. W. Hadfield, London agent for the Salt Chamber of Commerce, 
writes as follows :— 

Sir,—I adopt the advice lately given by the new President of the 
Board of Trade to the Associated Chambers of Commerce, and on be- 
half of the Salt Chamber of Commerce I beg to bring the following 
statement under your notice relative to the opening up of a very im- 
portant trade :— 

In the year 1858 —scon after the Salt Chamber had been established 
—the late Lord Elgin completed his commercial treaty with China, 
from which Salt was excluded, and formed one of the prohibitory articles 
A memorial was presented by the Salt Chamber of Commerce to Her 
Majesty's Government calling attention to the omission, and urging 
their claim. The Times, under date of Sept. 13, 1858, hada long leader 
on this memorial, and after twitting the Balt Chamber for being late in 
the field, concluded as follows:—* But are these Cheshire salt proprietors 

uite sure they have exhausted all their own resources in this matter? In 
hina the salt monopoly is farmed out toa corporation of merchants, who 
make the salt as cheaply as they can, and sell it, under certain limits, 
as dear as they can. The salt farmers are very different from other 
Chinamen if they are not shrewd calculators. If Cheshire can place 
salt mounds upon the banks of the Peiho at a less price than the 
mounds there have cost, we shall be much surprised if the salt farmers 
are not found amenable to reason. We have, perhaps, said too much 
upon the subject of this memorial, but, with every wish to see these 
British ealt merchants push their produce into China, we feel the 
paramount importance of keeping the public mind well informed at 
this special crisis upon all matters, having relation to our newly- 
opening intercourse with that swarming people.” From that time 
to the present, now a period of ten years, the salt trade, as repre- 
sented by the Chamber, has not failed to urge their case on Her 
Majesty's Government, who have made every effort to procure the 
admission of English salt as an article of commerce, but hitherto 
without success. So the prognostications of The Times have not been 
realised. The visit of Mr. Buriinghame, the Chinese Envoy to this 
country, was availed of by the Chamber to make an appeal which is 
embodied in the copy of a letter herewith. The same arguments as 
were used in the case of India apply with double force in the case of 
China, and there can be little doubt the same results would follow, 
namely, the creation of an outlet fora valuable branch of our manu- 
facture to the extent of 300,000 tons per annum, with return cargoes of 
Chinese rough articles of produce. The exclusion of English salt from 
China is more a question of prejudice than of revenue, as it can be 
elearly shown that even with a large import duty our salt can compete 
successfully with that manufactured in China. The Chamber has reason 
to believe their case will be favourably pe before the Chinese people 
by Mr. Burlinghame, and they also seek the influential support of the

CASUALTIES. 

Advices from Lisbon, dated March 6, state that the Baltic, Jessen, from 
Newcastle to Singapore, which put in there Feb. 8 leaky, had discharged 
all her cargo and been placed in dry dock. 

Advices from Amsterdam, dated March 11, state that the Eli-abeth, 
Feenstra, from Batavia, which arrived there March 10, had encountered 
severe gales from Feb. 28 to March 2; on the latter day, in lat. 48 N., 
lon. 7 W., she was struck by a heavy sea, which carried away part of 
bulwarks, &c., damaged steering apparatus, and started stem and deck. 
During the bad weather water mixed with sugar was pumped up, and the 
master feared that the cargo was damaged. 

The North America (Amer, ship), Mitchell, from Batavia to Rotter- 
dam, whilst putting into Lisbon on the night of March 12, leaky, struck 
on the bar, and was towed in and beached at Belem, full of water. 

The Continental (ship), of Liverpool, Erving, from Cardiff to Yoko- 
hama, with coals, arrived at Gibraltar, leaky, and was stranded in the bay. 

A Dutch brig, from Antwerp to Batavia, with a general cargo, was 
seen to strike on the Longsand on March 10, but she came off without 
assistance and proceeded.

To the ORDINARY YEARLY GENERAL MEETING of SHAREHOLDERS, to be held at the Bankins-house of the.

TO THE PROPRIETORS OF THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION. 


GenTLEMxNn,—The Directors have now to submit to you a General Statement of 
the affairs of the Corporation and Balance-sheet for the half-year ending on 3lat 
December last. 

The net profits for that period. including 70,674.14 dols. brought forward from 
last account, after paying all charges, deducting interest paid and due, and making 
full provision for bad debts, amount to 460,649.22 dols., of which, after taking out 
Kebate on Bills not yet due, and remuneration to Directors, there remalas for appro- 

n 443, 252.14 dols. 
Laing this sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a Dividend of 7.50 
dols. per share on the paid-up shares, and of 1.50 dols. per shure on the new shares, 
being equivalent to 6 per centum for the half-year; this will absorb 180,000 dols, : 
and of the balance, the Directors propose carrying 200,000 dols. to the Reserve Fund 
and 63,252 14 dols. to the credit of new Profit and Loss Account. 

If this appropriation of profits be confirmed by the Meeting, the Shareholders 
will have received a» Dividend for the year 1868 the sum of £360 000 (twelve per 
centam on the paid up Capital), and the amounts carried to the Kexerve Fund during 
the same period aggregate 325 000 dols., raising this fund to 700,000 dols., so that on 
the 3let December, 1863, the fund stands at a sum equal to 234 percent on the 
paid up Capital of the Corporation, i dependeut of the sum of 63.252 dols. 14c. un- 
divided profits to be carried forward; thus showing a total net protit for the year 
1868 of 748,252 dols. l4c. (or 2427 percent. on paid up Capital), after deducting 
charges, expenses and allowances of every description, including the rebate on bills 
maturing after December 31—a result which compares most favourably with the

These figures show so conclusively the continued prosperity of the Bank, that

In congratulating their co-proprietors upon such a healthy state of things, the 
Directors would agatu express their determination not to recommend the distribu- 
tion of any higher dividend than twelve per centum per annum, until the Reserve 
FPand shall have been further raised to such an amount as shull render it unnecessary 
to withdraw from division amongst the Shareholders such a large a:nount of the rea- 
lised profits as they think caution and a prudent care of the true interests of the 
Bank demand at present. The Directors are of opinion that when the Reserve Fund 
shal! have reached a Million of Dollars, the time will have arrived when they can 
with safety recommend the division of a larger proportion of the profits in the 
shape of Dividend, and the large amount proposed to be carried to Reserve Fund 
by this Report enables them fairly to anticipate such a result at an early date, 


RESERVE FUND. 
The whole of the Reserve Fund has been invested in Indian Government paper. 
It is the intention of the Court to angment the Bank's holdings in the same securities 
up to the sum of a mi.liou of dollars; a portion of such stock to be kept asa Standing 
Reserve in London and the balance in India, where it may eventually facilitate the 
Exchange operations of the Bank, which steadily increase in importance. 


BOMBAY AGENCY. 
The development of the business of the Corporation through India (strictly con- 


fined as it is to Exchanges, the Bank not in any way entering into transactions of a 
lecal character) calls for the establishment of a special Ageucy of the Bauk at Bom-

bay, on the same footing as the one created In Calcutta in March last, the working 
of which has answered the expectations of the Directors. 

The Court, on this occasion, deem it due to the present Agents of the Bank at 
Bombay, Messrs. B. and A. Hormarjee, to acknowledge publicly the great obliga- 
tions under which they are to them for the highly satisfactory manner in which they 
have taken care of the interests of the Corporation during the last four years. 

As has already been stated by the Directors when the Calcutta Agency was in 
course of formation, the business to be carried on by the new Bombay Establishment 
is to be regulated by specific instructions from the Head Office and restricted to 
transactions of a definite character connected with the general course of the Bank's 
Exchange operations in the East. 


CALLS. 

The Proprietors will not be surprised to hear that the progressive development 
of the Bank's business and the extension of its field of operations, suzgest the ad- 
visabillty of a corresponding and gradual increase of the Paid-up Capital of the 
Corporation; they are also aware that, according to the terms of the Bank's Incorpo- 
ration, the deferred period granted by H.M.'s Government for compulsorily calling up 
tho balance of the Subscribed Capital expires on the 3lst December, 1874. 

After a careful consideration of the matter, and feeling confident that the sums 
intended to be called up can be profitably employed, the Court has resolved, with the 
unanimous consent of its members, to call up the Two Millions of Dollars now re- 
maining unpaid on the 20,000 new Shares, and to divide the sum of 100 dols., due 
upon each share, into four Calla of 25 dols. each, payable on the following «lates, viz. :

It has moreover been resulved to allow the holders of new shares to pay up, by 
anticipation, the whole or any portion of the amount remaining unpaid on their 
shares; such payments to bear Interest at the rate of Five per centuin per annum, 
payable half-yearly, until the respective dates at which the Calls to be inade shall 
fall due and the sums go called up successively admitted to participate in the distri- 
bution of Dividends. 

Trusting these important arrangements will mect the convenienco and approval 
of the holders of the New Shares, the Directors will not dwull at more length on the 
advantages resulting from a system which will enable the Proprietors to calculate 
with more accuracy and certainty than heretofore the relative value of the two de- 
scriptions of shares, and censure their entire assimilation within a determined period. 


DIRECTORS. . 
According to the provisions of the Deed of Settlement, three Members of the 
Court, Messrs. George J. Helland, William Lemann, and the Hon. J. B. Taylor, 
retire from the Direction, but are eligible for re-election, and offer themselves 
accordingly. 
Mr George F. Heard, late Deputy-Chalrman, has been appointed Chairman for 
the year 1869, and Mr. Julius Monke, Deputy-Chairman. 


AUDITORS. 
The Directors have much pleasare in recommending the election for the year 
1869 of the present auditors, the Hon. W. H. Rennie and Mr. W. J. Bryans, the latter 
gentleman having acted in that capacity since the retirement of the Hon. Phineas
